Crystal Hope Olivo grew up in a low-income neighborhood in 
Long Beach that struggled with drugs and violence. Times 
were tough there, but she has never been one to give up 
hope. When she was 14, she began attending Girls Incorporated of 
Orange County, and it opened new doors for her, and gave her a 
chance to dream and make plans for her future. Today, eight years 
later, Olivo is a graduate of the University of California, Irvine with 
degrees in psychology and social behavior. She has also been ac- 
cepted to USC to pursue a master's degree in social work. She is a 
true testament to what can be achieved when you stick to your goals. 

Question: Why did you join Girls Inc.? 

Answer: When I decided to live with my dad for a summer in 
Santa Ana during 1999, my stepmother had asked me if I wanted to 
participate in a summer enrichment program. At first, I was skepti- 
cal because I mostly thought this would be nothing more than a day 
care for teenagers. My dad and stepmother told me it might be good 
for me in terms of meeting new friends and trying something differ- 
ent. I spoke to my mom about it, and she said I should take any op- 
portunity I can to try new things. So I agreed to join Girls Inc. 

Question: How did Girls Inc. affect your life? 
Answer: Girls Inc. gave me a new outlook. What I mean is, it 
opened my eyes to things I never could have envisioned by myself.

J I oe Adams has many responsibilities as president of the 
Discovery Science Center in Santa Ana, and one of the 
I most important is to make education fun for patrons. Yet all 
e effort — which usually results in 10-hour workdays — has 
proved to be just as much fun for him, he says. 

"I feel very fortunate to have this position," he says. "It's 
been a lifetime process of hard work, but it's one of the best 
jobs in Orange County." 

Adams, who lives in Laguna Niguel, was born in San Diego 
and earned a bachelor of science degree in mechanical engi- 
neering with an energy concentration from the University of 
Notre Dame. In 2002, he earned his master's degree in business 
administration from the University of California, Irvine. "I 
studied a lot to learn science topics and went to school at night 
to learn how to run a company," he says. 

Adams began his career as a project engineer for an oil 
drilling company, and then moved into building and designing 
theme parks for the Walt Disney Company. When he joined the 
Discovery Science Center in 2003, he says he was searching 
for a new challenge. 

Under his leadership, the center has grown to become the 
seventh-largest science outreach provider in the country.

"My focus was creating a culture that focused on a 
high-quality experience for the guest, always having 
new exhibits and science adventures, and explaining 
the concepts within the California Science Content 
Standards." he says. 

As he juggles his many duties, Adams says he 
looks to one of the country's founding fa- 
thers — Benjamin Franklin — as a role model. 
Franklin's acumen in science, leadership and politics is al- 
ways a source of inspiration, Adams says, as he pursues 
his own desire to bring scientific knowledge to the public. 

His efforts are paying off. During his tenure, the center's 
membership has grown to 1 8,000 families and attendance has 
increased by 100 percent. It's growth he attributes to reaching 
out to guests through surveys. "We have been more in touch 
with the desires of the community, and in turn, are able to pro- 
vide exhibits that match," he says. 

Another innovation was the Making the Grade pro- 
gram, which is geared to grade-specific science programs 
for visiting students. Adams also oversaw the center's 
first major expansion: Dino Quest. The 10,000-square- 
foot, hands-on exhibit uses infrared technology in an in- 
teractive scavenger hunt. 

It's not surprising that Dino Quest is one of Adams' personal 
favorites at the center. One of his hobbies is digging for real di- 
nosaur bones. "I just recently returned from a paleontology ad- 
venture in Montana," he says. He also enjoys traveling to ex- 
plore past civilizations, playing the piano and riding horses. 

But when it comes to his job, he says, nothing beats seeing 
children get excited about science. OC

ONE-STOP SHOP FOR GOING GREEN 

Green is in. To be eco-friendly is to be trendy, and Delilah Snell, owner of the Road 
Less Traveled Store in Santa Ana, wants fashionable consumers to learn more. Road 
Less Traveled specializes in the environmental shopper's wants and needs, from petroleum- 
free trash bags to organic clay-dyed baby onesies. 
It doesn't get much greener than this. 

"I wanted to create humane alternatives to just every part of living," says Snell. 

The store, with salvaged wood and clay-based paint on its walls, is a testimony to 
her commitment. With distributors and manufacturers, Snell examines catalogs (to see 
if they're printed on recycled paper with soy-based ink) and shipping methods (to en- 
sure they exclude Styrofoam). She tries to buy locally and ship via ground to cut down 
on carbon dioxide emission. 

"That's how hardcore 1 am," she says with a smile. 

Everything in the store falls into one or more of four categories: recycled, fair trade (no 
sweat shops), sustainable (such as bamboo) or non-toxic material. Many items are hand- 
made by local artisans. 

Snell opened the store more than a year ago and started an online store in May at 
www.roadlesstraveledstore.com. She now includes wedding and baby registries, and hopes 
to open another location in New York. 

This month, Snell plans to launch a seminar on native Orange County vegetation, and for the holidays, a natural 
gift-wrap workshop. 

Although going green takes "a little more work" at the start, Snell says, "Now that I'm doing it, it doesn't 
much work at all." — Rebecca Go

fe all know how diet and exercise affect our weight. But 
can they also affect how we heal? That's what the people 
at the University of California, Irvine's Susan Samueli Center 
for Integretative Medicine contend. 

The new Naturopathic Treatments division promotes the 
notion that a body has the ability to heal itself by maintain- 
ing a healthful diet and lifestyle, as well as other natural 
therapies, and allows people to take greater control of their 
health and minimize risk factors, says Dr. Suzanne Tang, the 
division's administrator. 

"Prolonging good health is a comprehensive approach, 
like the legs of a stool or chair," says Tang, who has exten- 
sive training in diet and lifestyle counseling. "If any of the 
legs to good health are missing, the chair [an individual's 
health] is going to fall apart." 

The center's naturopathic treatments focus on exercise, moni- 
toring food intake and food choices to ensure a long and health- 
ful lifestyle. To achieve an optimal diet, Tang recommends avoiding overly processed, packaged foods, and loading up on vegetables, fruits, 
whole grains, and fats found in cold-water fish and nuts. 

Exercise is equally important, she adds. Regular exercise at least 30 minutes a day, or an hour three or four times a week is 
what she recommends. 

While open to the public, the center usually operates with patients who schedule appointments to address specific medical 
problems. However, a growing number of walk-ins are accepted if a practitioner is available. Appointments can be made by

Time for lunch

School is back in session. The kids are back to class 
with new books, backpacks and — let's hope — some- 
thing they will actually eat for lunch. With many 
new on-the-go products at the market, it's easier than ever 
to earn an A for school lunch. 

First, it's important to know when to make lunch. It 
shouldn't be at 7:45 a.m., when everyone is flying out the 
door. Aim for prepping tomorrow's lunch right after din- 
ner the night before, when the kitchen is still messy. 

Second, rethink the brown bag. Sandwich, chips and a 
slice of fruit make for one boring box. It's OK to provide 
a selection of foods as long as there is protein, carbohy- 
drate and fat (think heart-healthy). Little ones might like 
cubes of low-fat cheese and luncheon meat, while bigger 
kids might go for rolled up slices wrapped in a butter let- 
tuce leaf. Include a handful of almonds and a baggie of 
whole-grain cereal, such as Barbara's brand with dried 




cranberries or raisins for that midmorning break schools 
often call "nutrition." 

Bars are big these days. Check the cereal aisle at stan- 
dard grocery stores for Fiber One bars with oats and peanut 
butter, or oats and chocolate. At 9 grams of fiber apiece, 
these offer 35 percent of your daily requirement. It's a per- 
fect 150-calorie snack, with just a couple of teaspoons 
worth of sugar. This is an extra, certainly not a meal. 

If you want to steer clear of high-fructose corn syrup, 
which seems to be in everything, head to Whole Foods for 
a box of Gnu Bars. This snack contains 140 calories and 
12 grams of fiber. It's made with ingredients like whole- 
wheat flour, oats and flax, in flavors like cinnamon wal- 
nut and chocolate brownie. Testers at several consumer 
magazines say Gnu Bars taste like real food rather than 
something processed. 

With peanut butter high on the list of the most common 
food allergens, grade schools often ban this popular food. 
Since peanuts are legumes and not tree nuts, cashew or 
almond butter can be a nice swap that won't trigger aller- 
gies in classmates and will keep your child out of trouble. 

Sprinkle some nutty tasting sesame seeds on bread 
spread with apple butter to provide a reasonable trade on 
the typical PB&J. If peanut butter is allowed, try Smart 
Balance Omega Peanut Butter for a trans fat-free nut but- 
ter that offers 1,000 milligrams of omega-3 fats. If you 
haven't yet heard about omega-3, it's a heart-healthy fat 
that also helps boost brain function. 

Along with omega-3 fats, smart manufacturers are now 
adding probiotics to everything from trail mix to cereal. 
Probiotics are commonly known as the good bacteria found 
in yogurt. Now Knudsen has stirred things up by putting it 
in small four-packs of cottage cheese called Knudsen 
LiveActive. This is a nice idea for those who aren't big on 
sugary sweet yogurts. Cottage cheese marries well with 
teardrop tomatoes and almonds for something savory. 
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Always first.

As a rule of thumb, you should eat, not drink, a meal. 
Solid meals stay in the stomach longer than liquids during 
digestion, so you feel full longer even if you have con- 
sumed the same number of calories. Rules, however, are 
made to be broken. 

Super tasty Lightfull Satiety Smoothies are a food 
coach favorite. The smoothie has 5 to 6 grams of fiber. 
The flavors? Peaches and Cream, Strawberries and 
Cream, Cafe Latte, and Chocolate. All are thick, creamy 
and satisfying. At only 90 calories, these are considered a 
snack rather than a full meal, and they're a nice choice for 
after school or an addition to a lunch where your child 
wants to eat the same foods every day. 

The same company that produces these smoothies also 
cooked up a heart-healthy tortilla chip called Corazonas. 
Spanish for "heart," these chips have sassy flavors like 
Salsa Picante and Jalapefto Jack. My only problem with 
these chips is the container, which offers two servings in a 
bag that we all know will be consumed as one. So know 
that you're likely to eat all 280 calories rather than the in- 
tended 140 per serving. Consider putting half the bag in a 
baggie for your child. 

Another fun snack comes from Snyder's, the pretzel 
people. They created a healthier cheese puff, which they 
call Synder's MultiGrain Cheese Puffs. Snyder's re- 
vamped the normally greasy snack to offer 40 percent less 
fat than competitors while providing 2 grams of fiber. 
That isn't massive, but when it comes to kid food, that is a 
decent number. Many snacks provide nary a gram.

Studies show there is 
more than eight times as much of this antioxidant in the 
crust as the bread itself. And remember, the darker the 
bread, the better. Dark breads like pumpernickel, rye and 
wheat have more amino acids than white bread. 

Companies like Milton's offer a kid-friendly whole 
wheat bread that is soft while containing some fiber. One 
of my favorites is Mission brand's Carb Balance soft tor- 
tillas. These taco-sized flour tortillas are perfect for a roll- 
up sandwich or pinwheels. How this company packs 1 1 
grams of fiber into this soft, doughy tortilla is beyond mc, 
but it helps keep kids satisfied while regulating their blood 
sugar. Tortillas come in many sizes, but the taco size offers 
1 10 calories, 2.5 grams of fat and 5 grams of protein. 

The heart of this article reveals products worth a sec- 
ond look, but keep a sharp eye and a clear head when 
looking at health claims made on many food cartons. 
There are few FDA-approved claims that can legitimately 
be put on a package, but that hasn't stopped food manu- 
facturer's from marketing their products as "healthy." 
Scrutinize nutrition labels and the ingredient list of any 
product, but especially those you feed your kids. Sugar, 
sodium, trans and saturated fat should be low when possi- 
ble. It looks as though it's back to school for all of us. As 
always, get the facts! OC

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Emmy nominee Elizabeth Perkins sails along, navigating the highs and lows, 
enjoying the success of Weeds, and being a wife and mother

lizabeth Perkins is in the prime of her life — personally and professionally. She's happily married to cinematographer 
Julio Macat, whom she met while filming the 1994 television remake of Miracle on 34th Street, and is a devoted 
mom to a blended family with a daughter and three stepsons. Professionally, she's got a starring role on Showtime 's 
acclaimed — and quirky — series Weeds, which landed her back-to-back Golden Globe and Emmy nominations. 

"There was a mention last year with my first Emmy nomination that I was respected by my peers, and when I 
heard that, I said, 'I can retire right now.' It's the nicest compliment any actor can get — that their fellow actors respect 
them and have enjoyed their work over the years," she says. "I've been acting for 25 years, so for an actress in her 
late 40s, it's nice to get that recognition — not just for the work you're doing now, but for your whole body of work."

Body of work aside, it doesn't hurt to have a role that you can 
really sink your teeth into, on a show that is daring and smart, 
with a cast of talented professionals like Mary-Louise Parker and 
Kevin Nealon. She has that with Weeds and Celia Hodes, the de- 
spicably loveable character Perkins plays on the show, which 
chronicles life in suburbia — with a twist. The lead character, 
Nancy Botwin (played by Parker), turns to selling marijuana as a 
means to support her family on the heels of her husband's unex- 
pected death. Or, more accurately, she does it in order to main- 
tain the lifestyle to which they've grown accustomed — living in a 
new home, driving a nice car and wearing cool clothes. Perkins 
plays her best friend, a judgmental, bitter, image-conscious wom- 
an — she's the mayor, the PTA president and mother of two girls, 
one of whom is in juvenile detention while the other is, in Celia's 
mind, fat. But somehow, she wins your sympathy. 

"It's probably one of the most challenging roles I've ever tak- 
en on, but it's also one of the most exciting," says Perkins. 
"She's completely unforgiving, extremely narcissistic, but she 
also has a vulnerability. You see when she's hurt, and there's 
never a time when you think this is easy for her — it's like she 
knows not what she does. She's so far into denial that you al- 
most feel sorry for her." 



hind Majestic. He's this dashing blond and every woman's 
dream. Whether or not it works out, or whether or not there's evil 
lurking, I can't say." 

Along with romance, Perkins' character will face a personal 
challenge: coming to terms with her new body image after sur- 
viving breast cancer and a double mastectomy. 

"That's something the writers didn't really explore last season, 
even though she had an affair with Kevin Nealon 's character. You 
never saw her breasts," says Perkins. "So this season delves into 
that ... but always in a Weeds sort of comical way." 

A character you love to hate, a show that pushes the enve- 
lope — it is, Perkins says, her dream job. 

"I couldn't ask for a better situation," she says. "It's nice to be 
able to sink your teeth into a great role — when you're an actress 
in your 40s, you're just not given those kinds of opportunities in 
film. So to get the acclaim that the show's been getting, and to 
have the kind of role that I have, it's a great combination." 

It's also allowed her to play another very important role — 
as a mom. 

"We shoot a different show every five days, and it's a one- 
camera show," she says. "I don't work every day — I work three 
or four days a week, tops, and I always have a long weekend.

Like the time Celia laced her daughter's food with laxatives. 
It's a contemptible stunt she pulled when she became concerned 
that her youngest daughter, Isabelle (played by 13-year-old Allie 
Grant), is too fat, and if she didn't start trimming down, she 
feared the girl would never be able to land a rich husband. 

"It's like she has blinders on and doesn't see what others can 
see," Perkins says. "I do think that makes her a little more forgiv- 
ing, though — that she only sees one aspect of a situation, and she 
zeroes in on it. I don't think she's inherently evil, I just think she 
doesn't know any better. There's a certain ignorance to her, as 
well as being incredibly wily.

This new season, the show's third, premiered in August and 
promises to be full of more surprises with some new characters 
joining the cast, including Mary-Kate Olsen, and a new neigh- 
borhood that has the town of Agrestic buzzing.

With Weeds, Perkins joins a growing number of film stars that 
have found critical success on cable shows — Holly Hunter's new 
series on TNT, Saving Grace, premiered in July, and Chris 
O'Donnell, fresh off a run on the ABC hit Grey's Anatomy, took 
on a starring role as a Cold War-era CIA agent in The Company. 
The mini-series, which aired in August on TNT as well, featured 
another popular film star: Michael Keaton. Other movie celebs 
precede them — Kyra Sedgwick from FX's The Closer and Glenn 
Close, who first starred in The Shield and most recently in 
Damages, which premiered in July on the same network. 

"It's almost as if television has become the actor's medium," 
Perkins says. "Film has become the producer's medium — there 
are so many sequels out there. So many films are geared toward 
the repeat ticket-buyer and what's going to appeal to the 1 8- to 
25-year-olds. But when you get to a certain age and have kids, 
you want something that's more stable. You want to be able to 
say, 'OK, from 9 to 5, I'm going to do this," rather than say, 'I'm 
going to go to New Zealand for six months to film this movie.'

And I just think the writer is much more 
heralded in television, whereas in film, 
the writer is very much disposable. ... I 
really believe that if the film industry 
branched out a bit, they'd be really sur- 
prised. But it's such a monetary-driven 
business that I don't think producers want 
to take that chance." 

Nevertheless, the movie business has 
been good to Perkins. While she got her 
start as a stage actress, performing in both 
the traveling and Broadway productions 
of Brighton Beach Memoirs, she landed 
her first film role just two years into her 
professional career and has managed to 
have at least one project — often more — 
almost every year since.

And in 1988 
came her breakout role with Big, co- 
starring Tom Hanks, who played a boy 
in a man's body, and Perkins' character 
was his love interest. That same year, 
Sweet Hearts Dance hit theaters. It told 
the story of four friends — a married 
couple on the verge of divorce, and an- 
other couple just starting a relationship. 
It also starred Don Johnson, Susan 
Sarandon and Jeff Daniels. 

"I was completely out of my league," 
she says with a chuckle. "I knew noth- 
ing, and I was working with these really 
experienced people who were at the 
height of their careers. I mean, Don 
Johnson was right in the middle of 
Miami Vice, and here I was with abso- 
lutely no knowledge of how to do a 
movie or television. I felt like I was over 
my head, but I thought, 'I'm going to 
hop on this train and roll with it, and 
hopefully my inexperience won't show. I 
was incredibly lucky to work with such 
great actors, and great directors, and 
great cinematographers." 

Many film roles have followed — some 
more memorable than others (Avalon, The 
Doctor, Moonlight and Valentino). But 
that comes with the territory. 

"There were times that I wasn't doing 
the kind of work that I wanted, and there 
are a few projects that I would like to 
erase from my resume, but we all have 
our clunkers, and we all have our stellar 
moments," she says. "I've been fortu- 
nate. And one of the best things that I 
hold in my heart is knowing that I have 
the respect of my peers, because that's 
really all you can hope for — that your 
work is going to be respected. 

"There's always going to be peaks and 
valleys, and yes, there are times that I 
think a project is going to be one thing 
and it turns out to be another, and there 
are the projects that you think are going 
to be amazing and then you find your- 
self thinking, 'Oh god, what am I doing 
here.' But you hold onto those stellar 
highs and brace yourself for those diffi- 
cult lows."

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The Artists 



Creativity is a way of life for these seven locals 
who are making a mark on Orange County's vibrant art scene

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It didn't take long for Nathan Fischer to discover that being an artist was in his blood. The Laguna Nigue! resident spent his child- 
hood working with his father, who founded the Monterey Sculpture Center, and experimenting with the art. "I always thought my 
focus would be sculpture," Fischer says. During his university studies, Fischer became seriously interested in pursuing an art ca- 
reer while working toward a bachelor's degree in interior design with an art emphasis from Utah State University. "Nothing beats 
completing a piece that turns out just as I imagined, especially when that piece grabs someone else," says Fischer. His artwork fuses 
the material and techniques of sculpture with the characteristics of canvas painting. He's worked at the Diana Ferrone Gallery in 
Laguna Beach for the past year. "I try to let my art speak for itself, instead of trying to speak for it." he says. Fischer divides his time 
between the gallery and his interior design firm, which he says allows him to cover all creative facets. 
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(I T"*v eing an artist is like giving birth. Bringing something into this world is a really amazing feeling." says Georgeana Ireland who start- 
pved painting for a living when she was 23. "I found myself a divorced, single mother of three, and the only job skill I had was art." 
-L/ fhe Irvine resident specializes in large, romantic, abstract landscapes and has murals displayed in hotels throughout Oregon, where 
she grew up. "My best work is created unconsciously while listening to orchestra rock music," says Ireland, whose work is featured at the 
Azali on Forest Fine Art Gallery in Laguna Beach. Ireland has studied under various master artists, and her art has been in galleries for 
many years. Her greatest influence in her artistic education, though, has been traveling to museums around the world, in such countries as 
Russia, Amsterdam and Germany, and taking pages of notes. "I try to go somewhere different every year; I come back so inspired," says 
Ireland. Looking ahead to the future. Ireland says that painting is a lifetime commitment. She adds, "I don't plan to ever retire." 
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Marcus Thesing began his art career by making molds of his friends' faces when he was 14 years old. Thesing credits his father, a 
part-time sculptor, for inspiring him to become an artist. These days, his specialty is hand-blown glass, which he describes as more 
sculptural than functional. "I'm not afraid to try new techniques," he says. "I'm making glass art, not something that holds flow- 
ers." Thesing attended Orange Coast College, but the most essential part of his training was an eight-year apprenticeship with master blower 
John Barber, he says. Summer is the busiest season for Thesing, who, for nine years in a row, has participated in the Sawdust Festival in 
Laguna Beach, where he also lives. During an average day, Thesing does two hours of preparation before he starts to blow glass. He compares 
the heat that comes along with blowing glass to "standing outside on a hot day in Vegas." He makes six to eight pieces a day and drinks nearly 
1 to 2 gallons of water to withstand the heat of his art. "I work 10 [a.m.] to 10 [p.m.] for 66 days straight, but it's worth it," he says. 
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For Ellen Giadis, getting to know her clients is the most rewarding part of her job as a fine artist. She says her claim to fame is 
being a trompe l'oeil mural artist. "Being in someone's home, you really get a feel for what they are like, and become part of 
their family," she says. Giadis earned a fine art degree from Kutztown University in Pennsylvania, but has been painting almost 
since birth. "1 was always drawing; it was sure more fun than math." Every job that Giadis does is custom and original for each client, 
and she's painted just about everything from elevators and laundry rooms to restaurants and local spots, such as Lido Theatre and 
Pavilions in Newport Beach, where she lives. She also counts interior designers and residential homeowners among her clients. 
"What sets me apart is my versatility," she says. "I truly can paint anything, in any style." Giadis also started a company called 
Painted Destinations, which combines her other passion, traveling, with painting. 




^ a ye all strive to express ourselves creatively," says Darren Grant of Aliso Viejo. When he was 23, Grant traded in his ar- 
\/\/ chitectural design career to pursue oil painting. "I was willing to do whatever it takes to become a successful artist," he 
V Y says. Grant specializes in abstract Impressionism and realism, but it's the unique glazing technique he uses on canvases 
that makes him stand out at the Diana Fcrrone Gallery in Laguna Beach, where he's shown his artwork for the past year. He describes 
a typical workday — working on projects at home in the morning and painting at his home studio in the afternoon — as the perfect 
blend. "Two of my biggest passions are art and architecture," says Grant, who attended the Art Center College of Design in Pasadena. 
"Fortunately, I'm at the stage of my career where I can have both," he adds. Grant says one of his favorite perks as an artist is having 
the opportunity to meet so many interesting people. 
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id "T^ainting is an obsession, not an option," says Debra Huse, who owns a gallery on Balboa Island. A typical day on the job for 
l^her consists of waking up before dawn to capture the sunrise on a mountain or vineyard, then grabbing a cup of coffee and 
X heading to another location. The Costa Mesa resident is most recognized for her harbor images and landscapes. "I'm inspired 
by everything — from the light, the atmosphere, shapes, and patterns and style of things — to architecture and old boats," she says. As a 
child, Huse recalls visiting the Indianapolis Museum of Art a lot with her family and being fascinated by the artwork. "My mother 
was a painter, and my grandmother was great at pen and ink drawings of her surroundings," she says. Huse attended the John Heron 
School of Art in Indianapolis and Indiana University. She refers to her artwork as visual poetry. "What was here yesterday," she says, 
"could be gone tomorrow, literally."

Painting can be a long and frustrating process at times, says Lindsay Robinson. "Whenever I start feeling impatient, I turn my 
canvas upside down and work on it. It helps me focus on just the shapes and colors," says Robinson, who adds that a high 
school art instructor gave her the tip. "He showed me how talented I really was and helped me get through paintings that I never 
even imagined I could do." The self-taught painter divides her time between Huntington Beach and Hawaii, where she also works as 
an aesthetician while her husband is stationed in the Army. She says that the diversity of her subjects, including desert and beach 
scenes, is what makes her artwork unique. "The best part about being an artist is that my walls are never bare," she adds. This fall, 
Robinson will paint at the Wyland art gallery on Oahu's North Shore. "It's just so beautiful over here," she says. "The scenery alone is 
inspiring and it is so laid back, so it's easier for me to take the time to paint more."

Local schoolchildren learn the answer — 
along with lessons in tolerance, teamwork and imagination- 
in a write-like-Dr. Seuss project 



It's fun being weird and obscure — that's why I enjoy act- 
ing," says 12-year-old Eric Lomax, who played the part 
I of Peter the Pig with porcine panache in a recent pro- 
duction of the children's book What's-His-Name, the grand prize 
winner of Time Warner's 2007 Time 2 Write Seuss Style contest. 

Written by Dana Eber's fourth-grade class at Anderson 
Elementary School in Garden Grove, the illustrated book was re- 
cently brought to life onstage by five young members of 
MYART (Musical Youth Artists' Repertory Theatre), a commu- 
nity-based, nonprofit, educational organization in Southern 
California that provides young people the opportunity to be ac- 
tive participants in the performing arts. 

Lomax — whose last name sounds interestingly similar to Dr. 
Seuss' Lorax — adds insightfully that, "once in a while, it's good 
to be something you're not." Or at least to understand what it's 
like to be someone you're not. And that is a key theme, of 
course, in many of the books written by Theodore Geisel, whose 
pen name was Dr. Seuss. 

It also pretty much sums up the winning message of What's- 
His-Name, a story about a strange-looking creature who unex- 
pectedly arrives in a barnyard one day and who, despite the cu- 



riosity of Peter the Pig, Shaun the Sheep (played by Nathan O' 
Tool), Casey the Cow (moo-vingly played by Timanii Meeks, 
whose wonderful performance suggests a future in summer 
stock), and a crowd of curious chickens, won't reveal his (or is it 
her?) name. 

In the end, the narrator of the play, Joanie Searl — her bell-like 
voice bringing a special magic to the words on the page — reveals 
that the strange panda-like animal simply declares that his or her 
name is "friend." 

"Friend," in the production recently staged at Anderson 
Elementary in honor of the students' achievement, was played 
with great charm by pigtailed second-grader Katie Searl. 

The many authors of the book — all 30 of Eber's fourth-grade 
students — performed in the play as barnyard chickens (plus one 
ostrich) intrigued by the appearance of the fluffy, round-eared 
creature in their midst. 

Eber explains that the play evolved almost as a direct result of 
the school's Yellow Ribbon Week theme — No Name 
Calling — the previous week. 

"That idea inspired everyone," she says. "We started discussing 
the problem and possible solutions, and created a story-map. Then,

as a team, we came up with the concept of 
the farmyard and the stranger who arrives. 
The kids threw out lots of words, faster 
than I could write, almost, and we just 
kept going until we had enough rhyming 
words with an equal number of syllables. 
Then we began to form them into couplets 
and arrange the words in the best way to 
lell the story about the importance of ac- 
cepting others as equals." 

Eber says the students were surprised 
and pleased to realize that they were able 
to write an entire book, something that 
had seemed almost impossible to them 
before they began the process. 

"It's especially meaningful to this 
group of kids because for more than 90 



percent of them, English is a second lan- 
guage." she adds. 

Class members say that in addition to 
finding the right rhyming words, drawing 
the animals was one of the hardest aspects 
of putting the book together. 

"For a long time, the 'friend' was go- 
ing to be a monkey, but the truth is that a 
panda-like creature was much easier to 
illustrate," Eber notes about the "friend." 
which also bears a marked resemblance 
to a koala. "I'm so proud of all that 
these kids have accomplished. They 
worked hard, and now they believe any- 
thing is possible."

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stage manager with a degree in theater arts 
from Penn State, directed the play and held 
many rehearsals to ensure perfection on 
the day of the event. MYART, she explains, 
uses creative dramatics and training in 
voice, dance and acting to help students 
discover their own power as individuals, as 
well as part of an ensemble group. 

"Putting on a play like this is a great 
way to stimulate young kids' imagination 
and to honor the stories they create," 
Ahlborn says. "A real sense of community 
develops among the kids who write the 
stories, and those who act it on the stage. 
It's just magical to watch the finished 
piece come together." 

As part of winning the grand 
prize — quite an accomplishment, given 
that roughly 200 entries were submitted 
by local schools — several members of 
Eber's class enjoyed a ride on the Time 
Warner float at the Strawberry Festival. 

"The competition was developed to cel- 
ebrate the joys of reading and supports the 
National Education Association's Read 
Across America campaign," says John 
Borack of Time Warner, who attended the 
performance along with Kelly Gonis, the 
company's community affairs coordinator. 
"We chose What's-His-Name because the 
story best exemplifies the spirit of Dr. 
Seuss's books and is so creative." 

Garden Grove Mayor Bill Dalton at- 
tended the performance and was wel- 
comed by Anderson Elementary's princi- 
pal, Lucille Tambara. 

Dalton noted that the writing of the 
book and the performance was valuable 
on many levels — as a lesson in teamwork, 
as well as an educational experience. 

"You were great," he said to both writ- 
ers and actors. 

The Anderson "Tigers" in the audience 
yelled their appreciation for the perfor- 
mance, too. 

Then the barnyard animals left the 
stage, removed their ears and beaks, and 
returned to their everyday life as 
schoolkids — schoolkids with a new ap- 
preciation for the spirit of Dr. Seuss, and 
the importance of art in spreading a mes- 
sage of tolerance. OC

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The Montalvo siblings, in whose lives the Saint Joseph Ballet has played a major role, 
pause to reflect while looking ahead to their futures

f \ t's early evening at the Saint Joseph Ballet dance center 
- in Santa Ana, and the Montalvo siblings are scattered 
around the large, open floor of the Kennedy Studio. 
Dario, at 10 the youngest, leaps across the room. His 17-year-old 
brother, Ken, watches intently, offering him encouragement and 
instruction — after all, he's already been dancing for half his life, 
but his little brother has only just completed his first year with 
the ballet. Sisters Rocio, 23, and Lourdes, 27, the oldest of the 
bunch, spin and stretch, looking every bit like ballerinas, while 
18-year-old John practices his jumps, springing off the floor, feet 
and ankles crisscrossing in mid-air with every vertical pop — one, 
two, three, four. The jumping continues beyond the count of 10. 

In all, six out of eight Montalvo children have been through or 
are currently involved with the ballet. (A 14-year-old sister, 
Heidi, prefers poetry and music to dance — she sings, and plays 
the guitar and trumpet. There's also a 30-year-old half-brother 
who followed other interests.) 

They are graceful and skilled in motion. And in conversation, they 
are poised and articulate, with bright eyes and bright futures ahead of 
them. It's a result, they say, of a caring and extended family — their par- 
ents Maria, a teacher's assistant, and Juan, a graphic arts technician; 
and then the family of mentors and fellow dancers-in-training at Saint 
Joseph Ballet. From their parents, the Montalvo kids learned the value 
of relationships, loyalty and hard work, and inherited a love for the arts. 
Their grandmother sang in a mariachi band, and their mother sings and 
dances folklorico. All of the kids play at least one musical instrument. 

But privileged — on an economic scale — they were not. They 
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grew up in a one-bedroom apartment in Santa Ana. The kids had 
the bedroom, sharing beds and sleeping on the floor, and Mom 
and Dad slept in the living room. But they recall those days with 
fondness — it only helped strengthen their bond. 

And through Saint Joseph Ballet, they were offered the oppor- 
tunity to build upon the values instilled by their parents — and 
further develop their sense of character, as well as their academic 
and artistic strengths. 

Since the ballet opened its doors in 1983, thousands of disad- 
vantaged youth have been exposed to things that they might oth- 
erwise have missed. In addition to formal training in dance, the 
Saint Joseph program also offers kids from low-income families 
tutoring, summer camp opportunities, field trips to sporting 
events, college advisement and, when needed, family counseling. 
Since 1998, ballet officials say, 94 percent of the mostly Latino 
kids ages 9 to 1 9 who have been accepted into the program have 
gone on to college — the national average is around 36 percent. 

"We have professionals who serve on the board, and we have 
professionals who work on staff," says Josie Emmons Turner, Saint 
Joseph's managing director. "We have someone on staff who is a 
marriage and family counselor, and we team up with local colleges 
to help with tutoring and academic programs. We begin working 
with kids when they're young so we can foster their development 
all the way through. I think that's what's unique about Saint Joseph 
Ballet — we recognized that for a child to be successful, you have to 
have all these tools. So we're building the toolbox and helping

But not everyone is accepted into the 
program — students must audition. Every 
fall, hundreds of kids line up outside the 
ballet center on Main Street. Some begin 
lining up before dawn. 

"The first year I was involved in audi- 
tions, I was very moved," says Artistic 
Director Melanie Rios Glaser. "I drove up to 
the ballet around 8 a.m., and there was no 
parking anywhere, and I saw a line of peo- 
ple going around the building. There was 
one boy and his mother who had pitched a 
picnic chair and blankets because they had 
been there since 4 in the morning. All these 
families were there waiting to audition." 

Perhaps that's because they recognize, 
as the Montalvo family did, that the ballet 
could offer their children a chance to do 
something special — a chance to be what- 
ever they want to be. 

While the Montalvos come from a sol- 
id foundation at home, they grew up sur- 
rounded by gangs. The center served as a 
safe haven from the rough streets of Santa 
Ana, with dozens of classes each week, 
rehearsals for special performances and 
lots of other fun activities.

Each one has learned something different from the 
ballet — and it's more than dance instruction. Teamwork. 
Dedication. The importance of listening. Self-assurance. 

"There's a feeling of confidence that hits me when I'm danc- 
ing — and serenity," says John. "When I was dancing, I wasn't 
thinking about anything else that was going on that day. If I felt 
sad, I just didn't think about it if I was dancing." 

And Ken — a reflective, cool-mannered personality who plans 
to continue his instruction in the performing arts when he gets to 
college — is quick to acknowledge that he might have gone down 
a very different path had it not been for Saint Joseph's programs. 

"If I didn't have this, I very easily could have joined a gang," 
says Ken. "My freshman year, I was at Santa Ana High School, 
and I was surrounded by gangs. If I didn't have Saint Joseph 
Ballet to go to after school, I'd probably be on the streets tagging 
or just playing video games. I'd be a very boring person." 

But boring is not what comes to mind when talking among 
this bunch. Creative. Intelligent. Level-headed. Disciplined. 
Responsible. That's what comes to mind. 

Rocio, the most animated of the brood, just graduated from the 
University of St. Thomas in Minnesota and plans to pursue a career 
in youth ministry. She continues to dance with the Saint Joseph 
Alumni Company. Lourdes, whose college experience was inter- 
rupted by a tour of duty in Iraq, is working and plans to return to 
her studies. Paul, 20, lives in Seattle, where he's studying dance at 
the Cornish College of the Arts. John just finished his first year at 
Trinity College in Hartford, Connecticut. He plans to major in math

or science. He's one of the ballet's proudest achievements — he won 
a scholarship through the ballet that allowed him to attend high 
school on the East Coast. And Ken is entering his senior year at 
Middle College High School at Santa Ana College. He rattles off 
the names of some of the schools he's interested in attending next 
fall — New York University; University of California, Santa 
Barbara; and California State University, San Diego top the list. 

And then there's Dario, who couldn't wait for his turn to audi- 
tion for the ballet and follow in his older siblings' footsteps. 

"His mom told me he'd been waiting all his life to get into the 
ballet," Glaser says. "His first day of class, I noticed that his 
brother Ken was here, and I asked him, 'Why are you here? You 
don't have class today' And he said to me, 'I want to be here for 
my little brother's first day of class.' He told me that the day be- 
fore classes started, Dario kept saying, 'Only 22 hours until my 
first day of class.' He was just counting down the hours." OC

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he shooters show up before dawn to catch 
the first rays of light, continuing to work 
through the blazing sunshine, and sometimes stay 
around long enough to capture pictures by the light 
of the moon. The six members of the Legacy 
Project are relentless as they photograph the neigh- 
borhoods, runways, hangars and distant mountain 
ranges of the shuttered El Toro Marine Corps Air 
Station, documenting its transition into the Orange 
County Great Park. 

"We felt like archeologists entering a ghost town 
when we first explored the air station in 2002." 
says Legacy Project member Jerry Burchfield. 
"While prowling the base and photographing the 
officers' homes, back yards and playgrounds, we 
had a strong sense of the families that had lived 
there. We saw barbecues, furniture and children's 
shoes, and could almost hear the sounds of the peo- 
ple who had worked and played there. Our images 
from that time period depict a hallowed past and a 
presence of life. We feel a sense of loss as build- 
ings there are leveled, yet look forward to the 
promise of the Great Park and feel fortunate to 
continue to photograph there."

The Legacy Project's plans are so vast 
that the venture could become one of the 
most important art documentations ever 
undertaken in Orange County and perhaps 
the nation. To date, the photographers 
have amassed more than 90,000 pictures, 
as well as days of video 
footage, and other visual and 
written histories of the air sta- 
tion. They are only partway 
into the project, which is ex- 
pected to run through 2015, the 
year work on the Great Park is 
to be completed. 

Since 1 994, when the air sta- 
tion was first slated for closure, 
through early 2002, the pro- 
commercial-airport and anti-air- 
port groups debated, often stri- 
dently, about the future use of 
the land. In 2002, voters elected 
to turn it into a park. In 2005, 
the Department of Defense sold the prop- 
erty to Miami-based Lennar Corporation, 
which in turn transferred more than 1,347 
acres to public ownership and contributed 
$200 million toward the development of 
the Great Park. 



The Legacy Project was launched three 
years before that sale. "In the spring of 
2002," explains project member Mark 
Chamberlain, "Jerry Burchfield, my fellow 




photography instructor at Cypress College, 
asked me and two others to escort 33 stu- 
dents on an expedition to the shuttered 
Marine Corps Station. Jerry had cleared all 
bureaucratic obstacles and obtained permis- 
sion to bring a photography class there." 



After additional expeditions to the 
base, Cypress instructor Clayton Spada 
suggested they create a visual record of 
the El Toro air base to document the 
Great Park transformation. The Legacy 
Project was born in summer 2002 with 
the help of fellow instructor 
Rob Johnson, as well as local 
artists Jacques Gamier and 
Douglas McCulloh, and the 
group was granted 24-hour ac- 
cess to the air station to docu- 
ment its 1,800 structures. 

After the base's closure, 
most of the vacated buildings 
were found in various states 
of decay. But what the 
Cypress instructors and stu- 
dents saw was a landscape 
ripe for creating photographic 
art. "As with most photogra- 
phers, we are insatiable alley 
walkers, and there were innumerable 
nooks and crannies to explore in a terri- 
tory normally off limits to civilians," 
Chamberlain says. "It was a shooter's 
delight, and this haunting landscape 
gave us all itchy trigger fingers."

In their first year, the Legacy Project 
members and Cypress students created 
25,000 images, and published a number of 
them in In Transition, El Torn: A 
Photographic Essay from Past to Present. 
with support from the Great Park 
Conservancy. In 2005, the team completed 
its second book. The Edge of Air, made up 
of 50 color images and the project's histo- 
ry, which was published by Laguna 
Wilderness Press in association with the 
Irvine Fine Arts Center. 

With its broad scope andvision, the 
Legacy Project, which became a nonprofit 
organization in 2004, brings documenta- 
tion to a new level. Its members' imagina- 
tive photos record the 4.700-acre city 
within a city that had been occupied by 
thousands of Marines and their families 
since the early 1940s. Project members 
have chronicled that microcosm, pho- 
tographing homes, schools, churches, the- 
aters, playgrounds and shopping centers, 
as well as the runways and hangars, in 
styles that range from landscape and 
Impressionistic, to surreal and abstract. 



Burchfield's images concentrate on the 
presence of those who served there, re- 
vealing footprints painted on floors, mu- 
rals and drawings on walls, rooms with 
furniture strewn about, clothing and toys. 
Chamberlain favors outdoor scenes of run- 
ways, hangars and Quonset huts. He 
shoots from various angles at different 
times of the day, creating aesthetic images 
that touch on the super realistic. 

Garnier's pictures border on the surre- 
al, with torn drapes and broken blinds 
that let daylight filter into the scene, rem- 
iniscent of Edward Hopper's later paint- 
ings, which are often filled with light and 
devoid of people. McCulloh's work ex- 
plores angled compositions, and he in- 
volves himself in the images in nearly 
imperceptible ways: placing a small bone 
in the scene, bending a blade of grass or 
perching a pebble. 

Spada shoots runways with striping, 
cracks and vegetation creeping through. 
What others might view as fading ele- 
ments, he regards as modern petroglyphs, 
relics of a vanishing society. The most 
Impressionistic of the works, however, are 
Johnson's landscapes. He employs rain- 



drops and fog to create pictures inspired 
by an earlier time. 

The Legacy group's efforts to record 
the air station have been recognized by 
numerous galleries and institutions. 
Exhibitions have been held locally at the 
Laguna Art Museum, Chapman 
University, Irvine Fine Arts Center, Irvine 
City Hall, Cypress College, Orange 
County Court House and Orange Coast 
College, as well as Angels Gate Cultural 
Center in San Pedro. An exhibit of 50 
photos line the walls of the Great Park 
Corporation and Lennar Corporation- 
Heritage Fields offices at the closed base 
that at first glance look to be shots of bu- 
colic landscapes, centuries old buildings 
and whimsical scenes. 

Special projects from the Legacy 
group include the Perimeter Project, 
made up of 3,080 sequential images of 
the base's 20-mile perimeter, from the 
outside looking in. The group plans to 
photograph the perimeter again in 2015. 
In the Runway Project, sequential images 
were shot along the length of all the run- 
ways (more than 39,000 linear feet) from 
the heart of the facility. 
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In July 2006, the Legacy Project created 
the Great Picture, the world's largest photo- 
graph. The 3,375-square-foot photo is 3 
stories high by 1 1 stories wide and portrays 
the control tower, structures and runways 
of the base with a backdrop of the San 
Joaquin Hills. The six photographers, as 
well as 400 volunteers, artists and various 
professionals, converted a jet-fighter 
hangar into a camera obscura and made 
their exposure through a 6-millimeter aper- 
ture onto a single, seamless muslin canvas. 
They spent 35 minutes capturing the black 
and white image, then processed the photo- 
graph in an Olympic-size pool that they 
turned into a giant developing tray. 

The Great Picture has been featured in 
more than 500 publications, including Art 
in America, Photographie, Afterimage, 
Juxtapose, Black & White, Los Angeles 
Times and Chicago Tribune. The Orange 
County chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects awarded the project special 
recognition for art in public places, and a 
hardcover book on the Great Picture is set 
to be released next year. The Guinness 
Book of Records is even evaluating the 
project for inclusion. 

The 1,200-pound Great Picture will 
have its premiere showing September 6 
through 29 at the Art Center College of 
Design in Pasadena. Three video presenta- 
tions will accompany the installation: one 
on the making of the Great Picture, another 
about the former air station, and a third 
about the project's ongoing documentation. 

With the Great Picture on exhibit, the 
seasoned artists will continue their docu- 
mentation of the air station as changes are 
occurring almost daily. "We feel that the 
work of the Legacy Project is a great trib- 
ute to the past and the future, and will pro- 
vide an important historical archive," 
Burchfield says. "We hope to open doors 
to other artistic endeavors that may not be 
possible without our work." OC

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SHAPING THE FUTURE 

If not for concerned residents 50 years ago, Fountain Valley, 
Midway City and Westminster may have turned out very differently

n the heart of Westminster's Civic Center lies a combination of 
parkland, running water and an eternal flame that highlights the modern 
character of this city. Amid a circle of flags, standing tall in bronze above 
the circle of water flowing over marble, are two soldiers in full battle gear 
from the Vietnam War. One's American, the other Vietnamese. 

"Duty, Honor, Sacrifice" are the words inscribed beneath their com- 
bat boots. 

Marilyn Murray, a Westminster resident who takes daily walks through 
the Sid Goldstein Freedom Park, where the Vietnam Memorial is located, 
thinks of it as a unifying point of pride for the city. 

"Often you will see long rows of flowers, with messages in Vietnamese, 
a tribute to their loved ones from the war," she says. "It's just a lovely, 
peaceful, very nice place to be in the morning." 

This Vietnam Memorial reflects what Westminster has become, the mul- 
ticultural center of Orange County, where business signs in Vietnamese are 
nearly as plentiful as those in English, where Latinos have been reduced to 
third in population after Asian Americans. It didn't come without a few 
growing pains — and disgruntlemcnt between the races still rears up on oc- 
casion. But most signs are the city has embraced its new image as a global 
community. And its residents have learned to embrace each other. 

"We've learned that progress comes from our harmony," says Tri Ta, a 
Vietnamese American serving on the City Council. "Westminster is a bet- 
ter city because we have learned to work together." 

It's a city that's celebrating this year, too. This is Westminster's 50th an- 
niversary as an incorporated city. 

It's not the only big birthday around either. Nearby Fountain Valley 
turns 50 this year, too. It's the only city that can boast that its heart is not a 
downtown financial district, but a park a mile square. 

Here's another unofficial but rather unique cause for celebration: 
Midway City, a small enclave of homes surrounded by Westminster and 
Huntington Beach, is looking at 50 years of independence in not being a 
city. And most of its residents want it to stay that way. 

Understand, all these communities date back a century. But both 
Westminster and Fountain Valley incorporated the same year, 1957. And 
for much the same reason. Both wanted to make sure they didn't get swal- 
lowed up by other cities.

Here is a closer look at the three. 

WESTMINSTER 

"Duty, Honor, Sacrifice" from the Vietnam Memorial are 
words that might well have been symbols of the founder of 
Westminster, the Reverend Lemuel Webber. But that may be 
where the similarity ends between what Westminster is today and 
how Webber envisioned it. 

"The world has come to us," says John Furman, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Westminster, the same church that 
Webber created. "We're now a global community that he 
[Webber] would not quite have understood." 

What Webber envisioned was a temperance colony. And he 
managed to create it without spending a dime of his own money. 

In the 1860s, Webber, preaching in Indiana, was one of just 
three ministers who responded to a nationwide Presbyterian call 
for spiritual guidance to miners during the silver boom in 
Nevada. He ministered to these miners for four years. But with 
his wife and daughter ill, he made plans to move to a better cli- 
mate in California, with the dream of creating his own colony. 
His wife died before they could leave Nevada, and his daughter 
died soon after that. Webber briefly returned to the East Coast, 
where he married his wife's sister, Maria Jaquette. But he soon 
arrived in Orange County to continue his colony plan. He had a 
name picked out before he had a site. He wanted to call it 
Westminster, after the Westminster Assembly of 1643, where the 
basic tenets of the Presbyterian philosophy had been recorded. 

In 1 869, Webber and his new wife settled in Anaheim, where 
he started a Presbyterian church on the second floor of a building 
where the first floor was a saloon. 

In October 1870, Webber struck a deal with the handlers for 
the vast ranchlands of Abel Stearns, who was in poor health (he 
would die the next year). They were trying to sell off most of his 
land for ready cash. Webber had no money. But the Stearns peo- 
ple were happy to make Webber their unofficial promoter in 
finding new settlers to buy their land. They gave him more than 
6,000 acres in the heart of what is now the city of Westminster. 

Webber promoted his new colony in letters across the country. 
He warned of three conditions: settlers had to be God-fearing, 
members would be taxed to raise money for education and no al- 
cohol. "Except for sanitary or scientific purposes." 

Webber formed the Westminster Presbyterian Church with 1 7 
charter members, and helped build both a church and a school. 
In four years, Westminster boasted 225 residents, with a church 
and 52 farms in operation. But Webber had no chance to see 
what his town would become. In 1874, he died of tuberculosis, 
commonly known then as consumption. 

Among the town's new leaders would be John Y. Anderson, a 
Virginian who had been the first to answer Webber's call. He 
built a home at what is now Westminster Boulevard (then 
Almond Avenue) and Monroe Street. Anderson built a sorghum 
mill in town. Under his steady leadership, Westminster remained 
a temperance colony. Dairy cows were a major industry, celery 
the main crop. The colonists agreed among themselves that they 
would not grow grapes for wine. A saloon did eventually open in 
town, but it closed soon for lack of business. 

When a railroad line came through in the early 1900s, 
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Westminster would steadily grow. Local artesian wells were al- 
lowed to fill up ponds, turning the area into a popular hunting 
site. The new Westminster Gun Club flourished. Taverns sprang 
up, too, and Westminster lost its temperance character. But still, 
the community of Westminster managed to retain its rural atmo- 
sphere as new towns sprang up around it. The population by the 
early 1940s was just 2,500. 

But World War II changed that. Army and Marine soldiers 
who had come through Orange County for training loved the cli- 
mate and returned after the war to settle down. Westminster's 
population grew four-fold in just a few years. 

It was in 1957 that a big decision came down. Nearby Barber 
City, Midway City and Westminster decided to incorporate to as- 
sure that larger neighbors Garden Grove and Santa Ana did not 
run over them. The new city would be Tri City. But too many in 
Midway City balked, fearing that the larger Westminster commu- 
nity would dominate. So Barber City and Westminster incorpo- 
rated together without Midway, taking the Westminster name. 

Viewing urban Orange County today, it may be hard to imagine 
but as late as the 1970s, there was still a lot of farmland in cities 
that have not a single farm today. In Westminster, Bolsa Avenue 
had much rural territory, along with a lot of small businesses. 

Vietnamese immigrants came to America by the tens of thou- 
sands following the fall of Saigon to the communists of North 
Vietnam during that time. Many of them wound up in Orange 
County, thanks to the numerous local church sponsors who had 
reached out to them. Among the immigrants was former South 
Vietnam Prime Minister Nguyen Cao Ky, who saw the available 
farmland in Westminster as a good place to start a Vietnamese 
business community. 

"A lot of these immigrants had money to invest," says 
Westminster City Councilman Frank Fry, whose city service 
dates back to 1966. "They bought up a lot of stores where the 
owners weren't anxious to sell, but couldn't turn down the good 
prices they were ofTered." 

It was the birth of Little Saigon, and with these new business- 
es came new Vietnamese residents. Westminster, which for 
decades had been more than 75 percent Caucasian, now has an 
Asian American population of about 40 percent. 

"It took time for some people to adjust," says Crystal 
Wadsworth, executive director of the Westminster Chamber of 
Commerce. "Some people weren't used to change." 

The Reverend Furman of the First Presbyterian Church says 
his congregation knew this influx of immigrants would create 
challenges. "It took some time," he says. "But now we realize 
that we really are a global community, and I think all sides em- 
brace this 50th anniversary." 

Councilman Fry says the biggest problem in the beginning 
wasn't prejudice against these new Vietnamese, but just plain old 
miscommunication. 

"Many of these Vietnamese did not know English, so it was 
difficult for them to deal with the city," he says. "And they had to 
adjust to American laws and codes. I can remember one 
Vietnamese grocery story owner who came before the City 
Council to complain that someone was putting in a grocery store 
in the block next to his store. He wanted to know what we could 
do to stop it. We said, 'Nothing; this is America.' We had to ex- 
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plain to him how free enterprise works in 
this country. The other fellow had a right 
to put a store wherever he wanted." 

Civic leaders in Westminster cooperat- 
ed by helping promote this new Little 
Saigon, with Bolsa Avenue as its heart, as 
a tourist destination. The City Council got 
state officials to agree to allow Little 
Saigon signs along the freeways. But the 
first few months, vandals kept tearing 
them down. City officials refused to give 
up and kept posting new signs. Now most 
residents embrace Little Saigon as a bonus 
tourist attraction for Orange County. 

But Fry says there is much work left to 
be done. "We need to make Little Saigon 
a tourist destination, not just an added 
stop for tourists headed to Disneyland or 
Knott's Berry Farm," he says. 

Wadsworth from the Chamber of 
Commerce is convinced both Westminster 
and Little Saigon will thrive in the next 
decade. Each year the chamber puts on an 
annual dinner called Taste and Tour of 
Little Saigon ($75 a plate), where the 
guests all tour the Vietnamese business 
district, and see a show, before eating at 
one of its best restaurants. 

"We just need to do more to get the 
word out. Little Saigon is a marvelous 
shopping experience," she says. 

There are now two Vietnamese 
Americans on the five-member City 
Council. But Ta from the council believes 
all five vote for what's best for 
Westminster, not by race. He sees a bright 
future for Westminster because of it. 

"Most Vietnamese see this as a city 
that welcomes them," he says. "Not only 
do the older residents celebrate the city's 
50th anniversary, the Vietnamese do, too. 
It's our city. We should note its history." 

Councilman Fry believes there is an- 
other reason why Westminster has suc- 
ceeded as a multicultural city. 

"The Vietnamese are very, very hard 
working," he says. "And that's something 
everybody appreciates." 

FOUNTAIN VALLEY 

Fountain Valley may be the only city in 
California that had to name itself twice. 
When it tried to get its first post office as 
Fountain Valley in 1899, the government 
insisted on a single name. So it became 
Talbert. But many thought of it as 
Fountain Valley, including James T. 
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Talbert, for whom the town was named. 
And when it became a city in 1957, 
Fountain Valley was the popular choice 
for its name. 

Some say the name originated from the 
appearance of fountains when water from 
its many artesian wells flowed over bent 
reeds. Others say it just came from all the 
artesian wells. 

Local historians would like to eliminate 
one myth about their city. Fountain Valley 
was not Gospel Swamp. It was in Gospel 
Swamp, but that swampland was five 
times the size of Fountain Valley. 

When the Spanish first settled in 
California just before the Revolutionary 
War, explorers had to bypass much of that 
part of Orange County because it was un- 
der water. It got the name Gospel Swamp in 
the mid- 1800s because evangelists would 
hold revivals on the small islands within the 
swampland. In the 1 870s, years of drought 
dried up the swamp, leaving rich, fertile 
land suitable for good farming, but not for 
raising cattle. The Spanish rancheros began 
selling off their land at a rapid pace. 

The first to settle in Fountain Valley 
was Roch Courreges, a Basque sheep 
farmer from Long Beach, in 1878. A 
friend of his, James T. Talbert, bought 
more than 300 acres in 1896 and estab- 
lished the first store. Two years later, he 
brought in another friend, R.B. Wardlow, 
who bought 1 60 acres. Heirs of these town 
founders continue to live in Fountain 
Valley and serve on numerous civic com- 
mittees. Joe Courreges, grandson of the 
pioneer Basque fanner, got the first busi- 
ness license — for a roadside stand — after 
the city incorporated. 

Fountain Valley remained primarily a 
farming community through the early part 
of the 1 900s. In fact, when the city incorpo- 
rated in 1957, four of the five members of 
the City Council listed their occupation as 
"farmer." The fifth listed his as "rancher." 

Campaign ads at the time asked resi- 
dents to decide "on whether we want to be 
a fringe of some other adjoining communi- 
ty." The vote to incorporate was 91 to 62. 

Hundreds of Japanese moved to 
Fountain Valley for successful truck farm- 
ing. There are tales of prejudice from that 
era. But today. Fountain Valley historians 
praise the Japanese for their efforts at 
helping the community grow. 

During World War II, it became a mili-

tary town, too. The Navy purchased the land that became Mile 
Square Regional Park, between Brookhurst and Euclid streets 
east and west, and Edinger and Warner avenues north and south. 
It gets its name honestly. All four sides of the 640-acre park are a 
mile long. The military used the land for training, and for bring- 
ing back troops from the war zones, on three triangular-shaped 
landing fields. But even after the war, it continued to own the 
land and used it for helicopter training. 

Blanche Weaver, who has long been active in the Fountain 
Valley Historical Society, moved there in 1964. It was a much 
different city then. 

"The day we moved in, they were crop dusting tomato fields 
next to us," she recalls. "And then for years we could hear those 
helicopters over at Mile Square." 

It was in 1967 that the county began to lease much of what be- 
came Mile Square Regional Park. The Navy eventually turned 
over all of it to the county — with the city of Fountain Valley re- 
ceiving 78 acres. Thousands use the park every day, for its three 
golf courses, its various recreational facilities, its lake and 
wilderness area, and its archery range. Many use it just for their 
morning jogs or afternoon walks. 

As the population of Orange County boomed in the 1950s, 
following Disneyland and the new system of freeways. Fountain 
Valley changed from a farming community to a bedroom com- 
munity. Thousands moved into its cheap homes, most of them 
working in Los Angeles, or major Orange County communities 
like Anaheim or Santa Ana. 

People still think of Fountain Valley as a bedroom town. Five 
other cities touch its borders: Costa Mesa, Santa Ana, 
Westminster, Garden Grove and Huntington Beach. The vast ma- 
jority of its residents still work somewhere else. But Donald 
Heinbuck, the city's administrative services manager (and its 
spokesman for the 50th anniversary), says the number of new 
businesses has rapidly multiplied in the past decade. 

"We're still a bedroom community, but more and more our 
people are working here, too," he says. 

Heinbuck says the turnouts have all been strong for the 50th 
anniversary events that have taken place so far. But Weaver says 
Fountain Valley still has plenty of residents who simply see the 
city as the place where they happen to have their home. 

"Some are involved in this 50th anniversary, but a lot of others 
just don't know about it, or even care that much," she says. 

She would like to see that change. For example, the Fountain 
Valley Historical Society has very few young members, or even 
new members. Which she sees as a shame, because the city has 
such a great history. Weaver, who is widowed but has four grown 
children, has lived in the same house for 43 years. 

"They'll have to carry me out of here," she says. "It's such a 
good city; I don't want to live anywhere else." 

It's that kind of attitude that got the city to recently change its 
motto. It used to be "A city where progress grows." But city offi- 
cials wanted a motto that residents could identify with more. In 
numerous surveys, 95 percent gave virtually the same answer, 
which became the new motto: "A nice place to live." 

"We've seen a lot of changes, but really, the character of this 
city hasn't changed much," Heinbuck says. "People want to live 
here because they just like it."

MIDWAY CITY 

This small unincorporated section runs just east of Beach 
Boulevard, primarily between Hazard Avenue on the north to 
Bolsa Avenue on the south. On the map, it looks like a crooked 
letter "P." 

Midway City's greatest claim to fame may be that it's where 
the noted actress Michelle Pfeiffer grew up. She often mentions 
Midway City in interviews about her past. 

Joseph Correa, who is in his 50s, has lived in Midway City most 
of his life. He confesses knowing little about Midway City's decision 
in 1957 to not join with Westminster and Barber City in becoming 
the new Tri City. But Correa says now it was a good decision. 

"Things are great the way they are," he says. "If Huntington 
Beach or Westminster wanted to annex us, I would be against 
that. Why change now?" 

Bob Biamonte, general manager at the Friends of Community 
Church in Midway City, agrees. Its small congregation is made 
up mostly of Midway City residents. 

"It's a small enclave community, and I think the residents here 
would just like to keep it that way," he says. "Many of them go 
back a long way, and they like things as they are." 

But Midway City is changing in its small business district. 
Dozens of its businesses now are run by Asian Americans, which 
wasn't the case in the late 1900s. 

Joe Cho, who owns a liquor store on Bolsa Avenue, says he 
didn't even know four years ago when he leased land for his 
store that Midway City was an unincorporated city. He just 
thought he was getting a good price, so he took it. But like most 
of the business owners along Bolsa interviewed about it, Cho 
said he had no opinion about any future annexation. 

"We like it fine here, that's all I know," he says. 

It was Westminster's Councilman Fry who pushed hardest for 
the Vietnam War Memorial. It took years for him to just get the 
3-2 vote he needed, and finally got five years ago. 

"A lot of Americans just didn't want to be reminded," he says. 
"The war divided this country, and when we wanted to build the 
memorial, our city was divided, too." 

But today, even many of its fiercest opponents point with pride 
to the memorial as one of the city's greatest icons. Fry says. 

Jeff Nguyen, a recent graduate of Troy High School in 
Fullerton, was visiting the Vietnam Memorial in Westminster 
last month for the first time. He was born in America, but under- 
stood the war through the eyes of his parents and grandparents. 

"This really is amazing," he says of the memorial. "What a peace- 
ful, loving tribute. This is a place that we all should be proud of." 

While a friend wandered around the park, Nguyen took the time to 
read the inscription beneath the "Duty, Honor, Sacrifice." It states: 

"It is sometimes said that heroes are hard to find. People who 
understand the meaning of duty, honor and country need to look 
no further than those who fight for freedom and democracy." 

That would mean a lot of residents of Westminster — 
Caucasian, Latino and Vietnamese. OC

of travelers

/have this thing about scallops — I 
either love them, or I hate them. 
For me, they've got to be seared 
to perfection — caramelized on the out- 
side, with a savory crust, and tender, 
meaty inside. If they're steamed or just 
flash seared, I just can't eat them.

But when they're good they're really 
good. So I never give up. If I'm at a great 
restaurant and 1 see seared scallops on the 
menu, I'll usually give them a try, ever 
hopeful that I'll soon bite into a little 
taste of heaven. Unfortunately, I can 
count on one hand the number of times 
I've actually experienced nirvana. But my 
dinner at Alchemy at the CopperWynd 
Resort and Club in Arizona was one such 
rare occasion. 

And it wasn't just the scallops that were 
perfect, the whole dining experience 
was — from the cocktails to the wine, and 
from the appetizers to the dessert. It was a 
wonderful way to begin a weekend stay at 
this desert oasis, most popular for its 
world-class, championship tennis facili- 
ties and professional training staff. 

But the restaurant alone is something to 
write home about. 

Perched among the Fountain Hills of 
Scottsdale, it overlooks the breathtaking 
Sonoran desert valley through floor-to- 
ceiling windows that — when weather per- 
mits — open onto a veranda used for patio 
dining. The decor is upscale and contem- 
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porary, with colorful glass objects and 
lighting adding to the eye candy of the 
natural beauty outside. 

But it's the menu that's really spectacu- 
lar. If you ask me, the food alone is worth 
the trip to Scottsdale. 

Executive Chef Tom Pristash has creat- 
ed an artful collection of dishes, with 
pairings that are unusual and surprising. 

Take the Chilean sea bass, for example. 
It's prepared with a crushed pistachio 
crust and served with mango chutney, 
which might not be that unusual. But then 
it's paired with carrots and a plantain 
mash instead of potatoes. 

My husband chose this as his entree on 
our recent visit, and I couldn't resist steal- 
ing a taste — followed by another, and an- 
other. While the plantains were sweet, 
they were only mildly so, and they com- 
plemented the nutty flavor of the pistachio 
crust on the fish perfectly. 

I started my evening of dining with 
Pristash 's Tropical Prawns, Alchemy's ver- 
sion of a shrimp cocktail. The giant shrimp- 
like delicacies were perched atop a square 
of Mango-Chili Cornbread and dressed 
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with Sweet Banana Curry. That's 
right — sweet bananas with curry. Sweet and 
savory, tangy and zesty — it was delightful. 

And then came the Pan Seared Diver 
Scallops served with Baby Mache, 
Frizzled Leeks and Truffled Potato Puree. 
Talk about flavor. Nothing overpowering, 
just a velvety blend of flavors that danced 
on my tongue. 

Other examples of Pristash's knack for 
the fabulously unique: the Pulled Pork & 
Blue Corn Sarape appetizer, served with 
Grilled Apple Salsa and Chipotle-Orange 
Glaze; the Almond-Peach Gazpacho with 
Dill Yogurt and Extra Virgin Olive Oil; 
and the Chilled Five Spice Duck Salad, 
with Sesame Tossed Watercress & Field 
Greens, a Soy-Zinfandel Reduction and 
Crispy Daikon. 

The staff helped to complete the expe- 
rience — knowledgeable about the food 
and well-versed in wine, our server rec- 
ommended a bottle of Row Eleven Pinot 
Noir that suited both our entrees. 

We strolled back to our room after din- 
ner, enjoying the warm, dry evening air, 
content and excited about the weekend 
ahead of us CopperWynd. 

It's a small resort — perhaps that's what 
has lured celebrities such as Halle Berry, 
Kevin Bacon and Kyra Sedgwick. There 
are only 32 guest rooms, but they're all 
comfortable. With 525 square feet, they're 
spacious, and they're decorated with an el- 
egant and eclectic mix of Tuscan-inspired 
furnishings and Southwestern accents. 

Each room has a fireplace and large, 
marble bathroom with two sinks, a soak- 
ing tub and separate shower. 

The bed was among the most comfort- 
able I've ever experienced — fluffy but 
firm, and dressed in layers of custom 
linens that are thick, inviting and made oh- 
so pretty by delicate, embossed detailing. 

A veranda overlooks the valley and is 
furnished with a little table and 
chairs — perfect for an in-room breakfast 
or snack ordered through room service. 

The property also features eight private 
villas that range between 1 ,900 and 2,700 
square feet, with two and three bedrooms, 
a gourmet kitchen, washer and dryer, and 
two-car garage. 

We woke up early our first morning 
and headed back to Alchemy for a morn- 
ing meal before my date with a 
CopperWynd spa masseuse. 
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The breakfast menu offers something for 
everyone — Hot Oatmeal Brulee, with 
raisins, nuts, berries and granola; Smoked 
Salmon Bruschetta (my husband had this 
and devoured it), with sliced tomato, Lemon 
Caper Creme Fraiche and thinly sliced red 
onion served with toasted mini-bagels; and a 
selection of egg dishes and griddle goodies. 

I had the CopperWynd Omelette, which 
comes with a choice of breakfast meats, 
cheeses and veggies. I ordered mine — egg 
whites only — with mushrooms, spinach, 
grilled onions and tomatoes. It came with 
Alchemy's Red Bliss Skillet Potatoes, sea- 
soned with such a touch of salt, rosemary and 
oregano. The meal was delicious — so good I 
ordered the same thing the following morning. 

Then it was off to the spa, which offers ev- 
erything from massages and body treatments to facials and waxing. 
Guests can use the spa's amenities — lockers, an indoor whirlpool, 
and steam room — even if they don't have a scheduled treatment. 

I chose to really pamper myself and decided to try one of 
CopperWynd's signature treatments — the 90-minute Amethyst 
Body Renewal Treatment with hot stone therapy. Amethyst is 
thought to be a power crystal that carries with it healing powers 
to purify and calm the mind and body. And the amethyst used in 
this treatment is mined nearby. 




The treatment started with a full body brushing and then exfo- 
liating rub, followed by a shower with special, skin conditioning 
oil, then a warm body wrap and hot stone lavender massage. The 
treatment was finished off with an application of amethyst-in- 
fused lotion that gave my skin a subtle sparkle. 

I spent the rest of the day lounging by — and dipping into — the pool. 

We visited CopperWynd in early summer, when daytime temper- 
atures reached 1 12 degrees, so tennis wasn't on our to-do list. Had 
it been cooler, we definitely would have taken advantage of the re- 
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sort's tennis program. Classes and camps 
are offered for every level of skill. There 
are nine lighted, championship courts with 
cushioned surfaces, and the CopperWynd 
Tennis Boutique features exclusive signa- 
ture sports items and premier tennis lines. 

If your exercise ritual requires a gym 
environment, you won't miss a beat. You'll 
find all the latest, state of the art equip- 
ment and free weights in the resort's fit- 
ness center, which is staffed by profession- 
al trainers. Group exercises such as yoga, 
spinning and aerobics are also available. 

There's plenty to keep a person occu- 
pied at the resort, but if the urge to explore 
hits, downtown Scottsdale is only about a 
20-minute drive from CopperWynd. We 
ventured into town our second night for 
dinner at the new Trader Vic's — a 
Polynesian-style chain restaurant that 
dates back to the 1930s. My husband, a 
fan of all things Polynesian and a bigger 
fan of the Trader Vic's Mai Tai, couldn't 
pass up an opportunity to check it out. It's 
been open less than a year, and it has all 
the Trader Vic's whimsy — tikis large and 
small, an Asian-inspired menu of food and 
an expansive menu of cocktails like the 
Zombie, Navy Grog. Kamaaina, the Chi 
Chi and the Menehune Juice. While the 
food is good, the drinks are the real draw. 

So we dined and sipped our Mai Tais, 
then headed back to our CopperWynd oa- 
sis to watch the lights of the valley twin- 
kle in the warm desert night. OC

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A new take on the old 
drive-in experience 



ver been lo a drive-in movie? If you're old 
enough to wrinkle, the question is silly and the 
answer is "of course." If you're not, there's a 
good chance you never have. In either case, 
the drive-in is back and Orange County's got 
it. A company called Star-Vu Drive-In is offering a gen- 
uine, real-deal, blast from the past drive-in movie experi- 
ence at the Orange County Fairgrounds in Costa Mesa. 
But here's the twist. Instead of a 1950s-style permanent 
facility -big parking lot. giant screen —Star-Vu brings 
the magic of Hollywood to the ocean of cars gathered 
around it on a portable, in datable screen. Tonight, the 
fairgrounds' parking lot is a drive-in theater, tomorrow 
morning it's just a parking lot, doing whatever it is that 
parking lots do. Pretty clever, eh? The new and im- 
proved Star-Vu Drive-In debuted May 18 and sold out 
on opening night. 

For those of you who don't know, here's how drive-ins 
worked: A drive-in theater was a big parking lot with a 
towering movie screen on one side and a squatty build- 
ing with a snack bar, a projection booth and 
restrooms on the other. Anywhere 
from a few hundred to a few thou- 
sand cars would park in neat 
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rows facing the screen. Next to each driver's door was a 
post stuck in the ground with a chrome speaker about the 
size of a toaster. The speaker had a little hook on it, and 
you'd hang it on the inside of the driver's window. If you 
needed the restrooms, or some popcorn and a Coke or 
whatever, you got out, walked to the snack bar and then 
walked back to your car. Sometimes you'd walk for a re- 
ally long time because you'd forget which row your car 
was in, and you'd wander around in the dark, dazed and 
confused until someone in your car shouted out. 

People really, really liked drive-ins. For one thing, 
they were cheap — about SI per car plus SI per person. 
For another, you could go in full-on grunge with a 
nasty stain on your shirt and the worst case of bed- 
head ever known to man, and no one would ever know 
except the people in the snack bar who didn't care. 
Most importantly, for young people, it was two hours 
alone, in a car, without a single set of adult eyes on 
you. Next time you're in a crowd, look at everyone 
older than 40. A surprising percentage of those people 
might not exist if it weren't for drive-ins. Since drive- 
ins were useless during the day, most of them became 
swap meets on the weekends, which only adds to the 
irony at the Orange County Fairgrounds, which has 
been a swap meet on the weekends since 1969 and is 
now a drive-in at night. I guess it's true: What goes 
around comes around, then goes around again. 

So who started this thing anyway? Wait. Let me tell 
you. It was the brainchild of a young man from Camden, 
New Jersey, named Richard Hollingshead Jr., according 
to Jill Lloyd, publicist for Star-Vu Drive-In and the 
Orange County Fairgrounds. In 1932, Hollingshead set 
up a prototype drive-in in his driveway with an old pro- 
jector balanced on the hood of his car and a sheet tacked 
up on two trees in his back yard as a screen. He put a 
loudspeaker behind the sheet, fired up the projector and 
voila — the first drive-in. 

Hollingshead rounded up a few investors, was smart 
enough to apply for a patent and opened the Camden 
Drive-In Theater on June 6, 1933. The place could hold 
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SLICING THE ORANGE 
400 cars at a quarter per car and a quarter 
per person, and the first film was a comedy 
called Wives Beware with Adolphe Menjou. 
Whatever else Hollingshead had, he had 
good timing. In the depths of the Great 
Depression, the idea of being able to take 
the whole crew to a movie for a buck or a 
buck fifty was roughly equivalent to the in- 
vention of fire. 

But the 1950s were the golden age of 
drive-ins, with a staggering 4,063 of them 
around the country. By that time, drive-ins 
came in every size and shape, from the 
largest like the 3,000-car Troy Drive-In in 
Detroit, Michigan, to the smallest, like the 
50-car Harmony Drive-In in Harmony, 
Pennsylvania, which sounds harmonious. 
For those who like their drive-ins loopy, 
there were a number of drive-in/fry-ins, like 
Ed Brown's Drive-In and Fly-In in Asbury 
Park, New Jersey. The back rows were set 
aside for small planes that landed on a dirt 
strip next door then taxied to the drive-in. 

The first drive-in in Orange County, which 
opened in June 1941, was the Orange Drive- 
in, which is appropriate, on State College 
Boulevard. Within 20 years, there were 1 1 
drive-ins around Orange County, most fa- 
mously the Stadium Drive-In in Anaheim 
and the Highway 39 Drive-In in Westminster, 
both of which were landmarks until they 
closed in 1996 and 1997, respectively. 

Across the country, less than 10 percent 
of those 4,000 drive-ins still exist. Where 
did all they all go? They went to living 
rooms and to real estate development, 
that's where. VCRs and DVD players were 
the death knell for drive-ins. And once 
land values got high enough, the drive-in 
was as doomed as the Poseidon. 

So there you have it ... the non-illustrated 
history of drive-ins in Orange County, 
California, and Harmony, Pennsylvania. If 
you want to relive the old days or find out 
what they were all about, get everyone in the 
car and check out the Star-Vu Drive-In at the 
Orange County Fairgrounds. You get to see 
the stars under the stars, with popcorn. 
Stained T-shirt, bed head, no one will ever 
know. Cars only, no planes. This isn't Jersey 
you know. I gotta go. OC

Acting up

Actor Justin Chon gave his breakout per- 
formance during an acting class. He and 
his fellow students were given an assign- 
ment to create and perform a scene that 
required stripping away any emotional 
inhibitions they may have. 

Chon, one of the stars of the weekly Nickelodeon 
sitcom Just Jordan, imagined himself at his ailing 
grandmother's bedside, desperately imploring her to 
hang on so that she might live long enough to one day 
see her great-grandchildren. 

It was not an easy assignment for the young thespi- 
an. Uncertain about his acting abilities and shy by na- 
ture, he was often nervous to the point of being physi- 
cally sick before class. But, he says, "I wanted to 
finish what I'd started." So he willed himself to contin- 
ue, and on this day his perseverance paid off. 

"I just let go, and completely broke down and was 
sobbing," he recalls. "When I finished, everybody 
started applauding and encouraging me. I felt really 
safe at that point with my acting." 

Today Chon, who is in his early 20s, is working be- 
fore a live audience as he tapes the second season of 
Just Jordan, on which he plays Tony Lee, a popular 
high school student and best friend to the show's title 
character. He confesses to still getting nervous before 
taking the stage each weekday, but it is no longer born 
of an uncertainty of his craft. 

"I think acting is in my genes," says Chon, whose 
father was a TV actor in South Korea before immigrat- 
ing to the United States and going into the retail busi- 



ness. "I feel like I excel at it." 

Moviegoers will be able to decide that for them- 
selves in December, when Chon's acting is put to the 
test in his first major big screen role. In Crossing 
Over, a film directed by Wayne Kramer, Chon plays an 
adolescent whose life is upended when he moves from 
South Korea to California. 

"It's going to rock people's world," says Chon, who 
is clearly excited about a role that diverges from his 
usual comedic parts. "I

play a young teenager 
who is just starting to 
develop a sense of self 
when he's ripped out of 
his environment and 
moved to this country. 
He speaks broken English 

and doesn't fit in. Eventually he gets involved with bad 
kids and things start to go wrong." 

Chon likens the film to Babel and Crash, a collage 
of seemingly unrelated stories that ultimately collide at 
the end to reveal a common thread — immigration, in 
this case — that links them together. Starring in the 
movie are Harrison Ford, Sean Perm, Ashley Judd and 
Ray Liotta, and although Chon didn't get to work di- 
rectly with them, he did work with Cliff Curtis, of 
Whale Rider and Blow fame. "He's an intense and 
amazing actor," says Chon. 

Amazing could best describe Chon's career trajecto- 
ry. A virtual unknown two years ago, the unassuming 
young man has enjoyed an early level of success that 
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most actors only dream about. It's made 
all the more surprising because Chon nev- 
er set out to be an actor. 

He was an "OK student who goofed 
around a bit and had trouble focusing" at 
University High School in Irvine (neverthe- 
less, he maintained a 3.3 grade-point aver- 
age), and loved auto shop and Latin studies. 
His father and mother, also from South 
Korea, expected their son and daughter to be 
high achievers but also gave them the free- 
dom to explore varied interests. Chon took 
up surfing and snowboarding, and played 
the guitar, violin, piano and saxophone. 

After high school, he attended USC 
and majored in business with the intention 
of becoming a financial consultant or in- 
vestment banker. To satisfy his language 
requirement, he studied Japanese for a 
semester but later switched to Korean, a 
language he'd grown up hearing around 
the house but never mastered. In his ju- 
nior year, he studied in South Korea, liv- 
ing the first semester in a dorm at Yonsei 
University in Seoul and the second 
semester with his maternal grandmother. 
"I learned a lot about my culture," he says. 
"It was awesome." 

One thing that he learned was that it 
wasn't very respectable in Korean society 
to be an actor. Still, Chon, who occasion- 
ally watched old black and white tapes of 
his father's work while growing up, felt an 
intrinsic fascination with acting. 

When he returned to California, he en- 
rolled in a twice-weekly drama class in 
Santa Monica. He says his motivation was 
as much about overcoming his shyness as 
it was about exploring his interest in act- 
ing. "I remember being so nervous before 
my readings that I'd be shaking and I'd 
feel like I might throw up," he says. 

But then came the performance that 
changed everything for him. The praise he 
received from his drama teacher and 
classmates that day started him thinking 
that he might have what it takes to be a 
professional actor. 

After graduation, he told his parents he 
wanted to pursue acting. He'd give it two 
years, and if he didn't find success by 
then, he'd switch to business. For the first 
five months, he worked at one of his fa- 
ther's shoe stores in Anaheim, where he 
had the flexibility to dart out for auditions 
during the day. He did a lot of free 
work — student films and live theater — be- 
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fore landing his first paying gig for a T- 
Mobile commercial. "I was a Chinese im- 
migrant wannabe rapper," he says. 

That was followed by a small role on 
the short-lived TV mini-series Jack and 
Bobby, and then a role as a "flamboyant 
gay guy" in the horror-comedy Hack, 
which has yet to be released. It was on the 
set of Hack that he met his manager, Kim 
Matuka, who introduced him to his agent 
and helped propel his career forward. 

By 2005, he was finding consistent 
work on Disney shows, which led to the 
role of Peter Wu on the Disney Channel 
movie Wendy Wu: Homecoming Warrior. 
Then he played a Korean pop star on an 
episode of The O.C. 

In June 2006, Chon auditioned for Just 
Jordan. After five callbacks, he got word 
that he'd landed the role of Lee, an aca- 
demically underachieving student who 
plays the guitar and often gets the girls. 
"It's great that I'm playing against the 
stereotype of Asian actors," says Chon, 
who feels the door for Asian actors in 
Hollywood has "slowly opened about a 
third of the way." 

In December, Chon learned he got the 
Crossing Over part. By mid-April, he was 
filming around Los Angeles and doing his 
best to juggle both his TV and movie 
roles, something that required a certain 
amount of diplomacy on his part. 

"I had to beg the executive producer and 
the network people to let me do the film. I 
gave them flowers and chocolates, and took 
them to lunch," says Chon, who is single 
and leaves his weekday residence in Studio 
City on Fridays to spend weekends at his 
parents' Irvine home, hanging out with 
childhood friends, eating out and surfing. 

And Chon will soon be seen in another 
movie. He has a small part as a tennis 
player in the comedy Gary the Tennis 
Coach, which will come out later this year 
and also stars Seann William Scott. 

His impressive employment record 
notwithstanding, Chon expresses increduli- 
ty at his popularity. "In the beginning I 
never thought I could do it, and even now, 
while I'm passionate about acting, I'm not 
100 percent confident in my work," he 
says. "I still have trouble believing that 
people would want to hire me." OC

Bhathals

When Raj Bhathal sent 
word to his family in 
India that he was soon 
to marry his American 
girlfriend. Marta. he got 
back a response via telegram within days. 
It read simply: Come home immediately. 
Stop. Dad. 

It seems his father had other plans for 
his son that involved an arranged marriage 
with a woman whom Raj had never met 
but had been engaged to since he was just 
2 years old. 

Raj married Marta anyway. They said 
their vows at a small chapel in Santa Ana 
with about 1 00 friends and family members 
from Marta's side present. His family's ab- 
sence from the ceremony was not their way 
of making a statement; rather, it was a sign 
of the times: Long-distance travel in the 
1 960s was far more difficult than it is today. 

Shortly after, Marta began receiving let- 
ters from her father-in-law, a former general 
in the British Indian Army. 

"He wrote me these gorgeous letters in 
English in this gorgeous handwriting. I've 
saved every one of them," says Marta, co- 
founder with her husband of Tustin-based 



Raj Manufacturing LLC, one of the largest 
swimsuit makers in the nation. 

Four years into their marriage, Raj took 
his bride to meet his family in the I*unjab re- 
gion of India. By that time, though, his fa- 
ther had passed away and Marta wasn't able 
to meet the man who was indirectly respon- 
sible for her meeting her husband. 

"When I decided to go to America, my 
father told me, 'If you're going to go, 
make sure you hang out with Americans, 
not Indians. We have 400 million of them 
right here. There's no point in going oth- 
erwise,' " says Raj. 

Following his father's advice. Raj set out 
to make as many American friends as he 
could. After college at the University of 
South Dakota and the University of 
Arizona, where he received a bachelor's de- 
gree in engineering and a master's in busi- 
ness administration, respectively, he moved 
to Manhattan Beach for work. When one of 
his roommates invited him to a lunch he 
was having with a distant cousin, Raj glad- 
ly accepted. The cousin turned out to be 
Marta. After six months of dating, he pro- 
posed. They married five months later. 
Although the two came from disparate 
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backgrounds — Marta grew up in Newport 
Beach, went to Newport Harbor High 
School and UCLA, and became a physi- 
cal education assistant supervisor — they 
did have some things in common. 

"Both my parents are extremely competi- 
tive people. They are driven to succeed," says 
their daughter, Lisa Vogel, who, along with 
her brother, Alex Bhathal, was recently 
named co-president of Raj Manufacturing. 

The family-owned business, which was 
started with a $5,000 loan from Marta's 
mother in 1967, is now a leading manufac- 
turer of women's and children's swimsuits in 
the nation. Last year, it produced more than 
4 million bathing suits. 

It is also the only domestic swimsuit 
manufacturer west of the Mississippi and 
makes nearly 100 percent of its products in 
this country. While production costs are 
higher as a result, it gives the company the 
advantage of getting its product to retailers 
in record time. 

"It doesn't matter that we might be mak- 
ing these goods for, say, $1 more. We have 
the ability to manufacture close to the market 
and not make big inventory bets," says Alex, 
who has a bachelor's degree in history from 
UCLA and a master's of business adminis- 
tration from USC. 

"We're linked up electronically to all our 
major retailers so we can see what brands, 
colors and sizes are selling and replenish 
stock within 10 days," he says. "We ship 
about half of our total sales to stores initially; 
the other 50 percent of our sales is done 
through reorders, which are driven by what 
consumers are actually buying in the store." 

Raj Manufacturing's two in-house 
brands — Next by Athena and Athena 
Pick Your Fit — constitute about 40 per- 
cent of its business. The other 60 percent 
comes from its licensing agreements. Raj 
has the exclusive right to design, produce 
and sell swimsuits for St. John, Eddie 
Bauer, O'Neill Girls, Tommy Hilfiger 
and Guess, which, at nine years running, 
is their longest licensing brand. 

"They give us some design input, and 
then we go off on our own. Our big push 
for 2008 is to expand our international 
business," says Vogel, who worked as an 
assistant buyer for Wet Seal while a busi- 
ness student at USC. Upon graduation, 
she had job offers from Wet Seal and 
Robinson 's-May, but accepted her parents' 
employment offer. 
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"Financially, my parents' offer was more 
attractive, but they had no marketing depart- 
ment. One of the first things I did was to cre- 
ate a marketing and advertising department. 
We now have very strong relationships with 
fashion editors across the country," says 
Vogel, who resides in Newport Beach with 
her husband, Ed, a residential real estate 
agent with Coldwell Banker in Laguna 
Beach, and their children, Vaughn, 3, and 
Charlie, 6 months. 

During high season — the winter 
months — up to 400 employees are at work 
at the company's 100,000-square-foot 
headquarters in Tustin. The majority of 
products are shipped between January and 
May to retail outlets all over the country 
and abroad to Europe, Canada, Australia, 
South Africa and Mexico. 

Perhaps the most fundamental and critical 
aspect of what the Bhathals do is gauging 
what's popular or soon-to-become popular. 
Decisions concerning styles and colors must 
be made more than a year before production 
begins. And that means the Bhathals are of- 
ten traveling as a family to sun-drenched lo- 
cales around the world. 

"Our research and development has been 
done on the European shoreline or other 
places where the pulse of swimwear fashion 
is happening," says Marta, who, with Raj, 
lives in Newport Beach. 

With Marta 's mother's investment, they 
bought a flailing Gardena-based sportswear 
company and quickly turned it into a prof- 
itable enterprise. But, says Marta, the work- 
load of having to produce several lines of 
clothing was not for them: "We said 'Wait, 
we can't do this for the rest of our lives.' " 

Switching to bathing suits made sense: 
Marta had grown up at the beach, and Raj 
had worked as an engineer for swimsuit 
maker Cole of California. 

Now that they have passed the responsi- 
bility of running the company on to their 
children, the couple has more time to spend 
playing golf and managing their consider- 
able real estate holdings. The decision to 
step aside, they say, was made easy because 
of Lisa's and Alex's strong work ethic. 

"I think it's in their genes," says Raj. 
"They are incredibly hard working, per- 
haps even more so than Marta and I 
ever were." OC

In May, I visited Abu Dhabi on 
behalf of the Points of Light 
Foundation to help set up a 
national volunteer center for 
recruiting, matching and 
placing volunteers throughout 
the country. Tools I found 
helpful in growing volunteer 
initiates within U.S..V. 
communities were adapted to 
meet the needs of the Emirates' 
people. Religious and cultural 
customs were interesting 
challenges as we designed 
volunteer opportunities to 
accommodate the unique 
needs, customs and the 
traditional modesty of Arab 
women. It was interesting to 
discover that volunteerism's 
outcomes are similar around 
the world.

Anaheim in pictures

vid readers may argue against that old 
saw that "a picture is worth a thou- 
sand words." Just about anybody can 
tell you the book is better than the 
movie — pictures, even moving pic- 
tures, just can't make up for a great author. 

But there is that rare occasion when a picture just 
says it all. That was my delightful experience when 
I got a copy of local historian Stephen Faessel's new 
Historic Photos of Anaheim. I didn't even have to 
open the book. It was the cover photograph that 
grabbed me. But then, I'm a longtime train lover. 




The cover shows dozens and dozens of people in 
their Sunday best awaiting a train at the old Anaheim 
Depot. You can see it's a wide-angle overhead shot 
from the early 1 900s. But without even knowing de- 
tails of why these people were there, every inch was 
a fascinating story that depicted the era: 

The boy with his bicycle and its large wheels, the 
women in the gaudiest of hats and wearing long, 
long dresses. The men in bowler hats, with bushy 
mustaches common for that time, many in bow ties. 
The babies, both boys and girls, in gowns to their 
ankles. Young girls with huge bows in their hair. In 
a corner of the depot is a sign for Western Union 



Telegraph. And on the train already at a standstill 
on the tracks, passengers are sticking their heads 
out the window to chat with those on the ground. 
Many of the men are in some kind of uniform. And 
one who looks to be a leader, with the most giant of 
mustaches, appears to be riding some kind of hob- 
byhorse, with a giggle on his face. 

The whole scene is just a breathtaking reminder 
that folks in Orange County were having a grand 
old time long before you and I ever got here. 

Faessel, a longtime planning commissioner in 
Anaheim who has served in a variety of capacities 
on local historic commis- 
sions, fills in the details of 
that cover picture: 

"The event took place on 
February 13, 1910 when a spe- 
cially chartered Santa Fe train 
from Los Angeles delivered 
1,500 members of the Knights 
of Pythias to Anaheim on be- 
half of its Lodge #105, in order 
to attend the Anaheim Lodge 
initiating 118 new members. 
The fellow in the uniform is ac- 
tually a Knight in full regalia 
riding a GOAT!" 

I also asked Faessel to tell my 
readers just where that shot 
would have been taken. His response: 

"The photo today would be just south of the Lincoln 
Avenue underpass of the Amtrak railroad tracks on the 
east side of the downtown area (between Olive and East 
streets). The old AT&SF depot, built in 1888, was re- 
placed in 1941. That depot was razed in the redevelop- 
ment of the late 1970s. In approximately the same loca- 
tion (just south of the underpass and backing up to the 
Amtrak-old AT&SF railroad tracks on Atchison Street) 
sits the old Anaheim 1923 Union Pacific RR Depot that 
was saved from demolition and the old Anaheim 1923 
Union Pacific RR Depot that was moved there in the 
1 990s and converted into a day-care business."

OLD NEVER GETS OLD 

But let me get to the point: It's too bad there isn't a Stephen 
Faessel in every city in Orange County. Because what he's put 
together for Anaheim in the past year is a marvelous collection 
of history in both pictures and words. The first was Early 
Anaheim, then Anaheim 1940-2007, both by Arcadia Press, 
and now Historic Photos of Anaheim, Turner Publishing Co., 
which is a large coffee table type book. Though it lacks some 
of the historical detail of the two smaller books, it makes up 
for it with bold, sweeping photographs. 

For example: The double-page shot of downtown Anaheim 
in 1953 gives you a good sense of what Walt Disney was look- 
ing at when he scouted around for a place to build Disneyland 
the next year. The city was centered on Anaheim Boulevard, a 
mile to the east of Harbor Boulevard, where Disney landed. 
But you can see in this picture — and in later pictures — that 
Disneyland was surrounded by orange groves. This double- 
page shot also shows how little the county was developed 
north of Anaheim — you can see it's country living all the way 
to the mountains. 

The books range from $20 to $40, but Faessel has given 
away many of them to schools and libraries. Just write to my 
e-mail if you'd like your own copy. 

Most of you know Anaheim's unique story: Two struggling 
musicians in San Francisco, Charles Kohler and John Frohling, 
went into the wine business. They were so successful they de- 
cided to start their own colony of vineyards. While the original 
plan was to settle closer to Los Angeles, the perfect opportuni- 
ty came up in what would become central Orange County, 
when ranchero Juan Pacific Ontiveros and his wife, Maria, 
sold their drought-ridden land to the new colonists in 1857 for 
$2 an acre (1,165 acres). Ontiveros, whose cattle had been dy- 
ing in record numbers for lack of water, thought he was getting 
a bargain. But the two musicians had hired an engineer, 
George Hansen, who knew how to connect this new town of 
Anaheim to the Santa Ana River five miles away, providing 
plenty of water for each rancher who bought one of the town's 
20-acre plots. And the founders had no trouble finding 
German immigrants from San Francisco who wanted to join in 
this adventure. 

As Faessel points out in his books, in just a few years' time, 
Anaheim was producing 300,000 gallons of wine a year from 
400,000 vines. 

Though Ontiveros and his wife moved north, closer to the 
ocean, a daughter and son-in-law stayed to play a major role in 
Anaheim's growth. A German rancher named August 
Langenberger had married their daughter, Maria Petra. He wel- 
comed having German immigrants moving in. The two-story 
Langenberger store, on what is now Lincoln Avenue, became 
the focal point of the town, with numerous dances on the sec- 
ond floor. And wouldn't you know it, Faessel happens to have 
a great picture of the place with its grand upstairs porch in his 
Historic Photos of Anaheim book. 

The book's 100-plus pictures show banks to bakeries, hotels 
to holiday celebrations, and floodwaters to fertile orange 
fields. How many of you remember when the Big A, now out 
by the freeway, was actually behind left field at Anaheim 
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Stadium? Or when Walter "Big Train" Johnson, the great 
pitcher, came to town? Such pictures are priceless. 

THE LITTLE BOOK 

Anaheim 1940-2007 is a much smaller paperback, so the 
photographs aren't as grand. But the book is a joy to thumb 
through because so much of its contents include things that to- 
day's Anaheim residents — and those throughout Orange 
County — can remember. Like the old Pickwick Hotel, once a 
famous stagecoach stop, torn down in 1988. I loved that old 
place. Or a young-looking Gene Autry unveiling the new 
Angels pennant in 1971. Any of you remember when Elvis 
Presley played the Anaheim Convention Center in 1973? 
(Write me if you were there that day.) 

And here's a pop quiz for you older Anaheim residents. What 
was the coolest place to hang out in the 1950s? Did you say the 
Bean Hut on Los Angeles Street (now Anaheim Boulevard)? 
Take a look at Faessel 's book: That might just be you among 
those standing in front of that famous fast food eatery. 

Surely some of you were there the day Jack Benny came to 
town in 1964. The crowds were massive. Long before Walt 
Disney thought of putting his amusement park there, Benny 
had given Anaheim its first national exposure, when he made 
the small city one of the railroad stops on his old 1945 radio 
show. (Remember the voice of Mel Blanc: "Train leaving on 
Track Five for Anaheim, Azusa and Cue — amonga!") 

WRAP UP 

Most of Faessel's pictures come with the cooperation of 
Jane Newell, local history curator for the Anaheim History 
Room. Unfortunately, with the renovation going on at the 
Central Library in Anaheim, the history room has been moved 
down the street. For most of the past year, it's been on the fifth 
floor of Civic Center West, directly across Anaheim Boulevard 
from City Hall. 

Though less convenient for residents, Newell says the move 
has worked out fine. Its usual customers have figured out 
where it is and don't mind the trek down there from the li- 
brary. Besides, she says, it's only temporary. Soon the history 
room will have its own luxurious quarters on the first floor of 
the new, downtown apartment living building at 115 West 
Broadway. It's now under construction just west of the 
Anaheim Museum in the old Carnegie Library at Broadway 
and Anaheim Boulevard. 

"Our collections will be more accessible than ever once 
we're in our new permanent home," Newell says. 

Check it out once the move is completed. You don't have to 
be interested in just Anaheim. Newell's history room has a vast 
collection of historical sources from throughout Orange County. 

But take time to look at the Faessel books while you're 
there. Anaheim has to be most grateful for his contribution to 
help residents understand not just their city's roots, but its 
growth to the present. OC

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The very best biscuits

iscuits were the original traveler's food. 
Easy to pack, soldiers and sailors lived on 
"hardtack" when other foods weren't 
available. Food historians report the 
French army called it "stone bread," and 
the Romans carried their biscuits around the world, 
bragging it would last for centuries. Over the years, 
however, chefs have invented thousands of breads, 
crackers, cookies and biscuits. As a result, we have 
changed what we define as a "biscuit." We do ac- 
knowledge our English friends as biscuit experts, but 
the Brits believe Americans arc a bit mixed up about 
the whole biscuit issue. One displaced Englishman 
notes on a delightful UK-based Web site, "Here in the 
USA a biscuit is a scone and a cookie is a biscuit, it's 
all very confusing."

THE AMERICAN BISCUIT 

Here in the United States, a biscuit is a soft-baked 
pastry, using baking powder or soda for leavening, in- 
stead of yeast. This quick bread is often made by the 
hand-beaten, drop method. An early staple in the 
South, a hot biscuit smothered with country gravy is a 
breakfast favorite. Biscuits are also sliced, spread 
with mustard or butter, and served with ham as must- 
have party fare. Adopting the Southern fondness for 
biscuits, Americans serve biscuits with sweet and sa- 
vory spreads for breakfast, lunch or dinner. 

BISCUIT TIPS 

The secret to baking the best biscuits is not over- 
handling the dough. Mix together your dry ingredi- 
ents first, cut in the shortening and then add the liq- 
uid, mixing only enough to combine the components. 

THE TECHNIQUE 

Do not knead biscuit dough because you'll develop 
more gluten and end up with very tough biscuits. If 
you are using butter, keep it cold until you use it. Find 
a stainless steel pastry utensil that cuts through cold 
butter and lard. (Try my newest gadget, the Chef 
Jamie Pastry Pro, available at www.kitcheninnova- 
tionsinc.com.) Baking is precise; measure your ingre- 
dients carefully. Also, a nonstick baking sheet, baking 
parchment or a Silpat mat is a necessary tool. 

Some cooks (including me) like to brush a little 
melted butter on top of their biscuits before baking. For 
the ideal tender and flaky inside, and golden brown 
outside, bake biscuits for a shorter period of time in a 
quick oven, rather than longer in a slow oven. 

OUR FAVORITES 

The classic Southern biscuit recipe proportions are 
2 cups self-rising flour, 1 teaspoon baking powder, 1 
teaspoon sugar, 1/2 teaspoon salt, 1/3 cup shortening 
or cold butter, and 1 cup buttermilk. Once you have 
mastered your biscuit technique, it's time to change it 
up. Try adding 3/4 cup grated Parmesan or cheddar. 
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TOUCH of GRACE BISCUITS 
Yields 1 2 to 1 4 biscuits 

Shirley Corriher, a brilliant food scientist, shared this recipe with me years ago, and I have loved it ever since. 
Low-protein flour like White Lily helps create tender, moist biscuits. Very wet dough makes more steam in a hot 
oven and creates lighter biscuits. I add chopped rosemary for savory biscuits, topped with barbecue shrimp, or 
an extra 1/4 cup of sugar for sweet biscuits. 

Nonstick cooking spray 
2 cups self-rising flour (I like the low-protein Southern flour by White Lily.) 
1/4 cup granulated sugar 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
4 tablespoons vegetable shortening 
2/3 cup heavy cream 

1 cup buttermilk 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
2 tablespoons unsalted butter, melted 

Preheat the oven to 425 degrees and arrange a shelf slightly below the center point. Spray two 9-inch round cake 
pans with nonstick cooking spray. 

In a large mixing bowl, stir together the self-rising flour, sugar and salt. Work the shortening in with your fingers un- 
til there are no large lumps. Gently stir in the cream, then the buttermilk. Stir in the buttermilk until the dough re- 
sembles cottage cheese. Spread the plain (not self-rising) flour out on a plate or pie pan. 

With a medium (about 2 inches in diameter) ice cream scoop or spoon, place a small mound of dough in the flour. 
Sprinkle flour over the biscuit, flour your hands and coat the dough completely with the flour. Gently shape the bis- 
cuit into a round flat circle, and shake off the excess flour. Place the biscuit in the prepared pan. Coat each dough 
ball, and press the shaped biscuit up against its neighbor (each pan should hold about 7 biscuits). Continue scoop- 
ing and shaping until the dough is used up. 

Bake until lightly browned, about 20 minutes. Brush with melted butter as soon as you remove the biscuits from the 
oven. Invert the pan onto a plate, then back onto another plate. Cut between the biscuits, and serve immediately.

savory cheese biscuits. 

If you have leftover mashed potatoes, 
try this hearty biscuit. Combine 2 cups 
flour, 4 teaspoons baking powder, 1 cup 
mashed potatoes, 1 teaspoon salt, 3 table- 
spoons vegetable shortening and about a 
cup of milk. Roll out to a half-inch thick- 
ness on a floured board and bake. This 
biscuit's potato flavor is delicious with 
soups and stews.

For a dessert biscuit, try my Chocolate 
Berry Shortcake. Combine 2 cups flour, 
1/3 cup sugar, 1 tablespoon baking pow- 
der, 1/2 teaspoon salt, 1/2 cup cold butter, 
1/4 cup shortening, 2/3 cup cream and 2 
handfuls of chocolate chip morsels. Bake 
for about 12 minutes in a 400-degree 
oven. Allow the biscuits to cool, slice 
them in half, then layer on sliced straw- 
berries, blueberries and raspberries. Top 
with a generous helping of freshly 
whipped cream. 

Biscuits have come a long way, and they 
still deserve a little attention. Celebrate the 
long-lived, well-traveled and completely 
tasty biscuit this month. Happy baking, 
from my kitchen to yours. OC

GRILLED ROMAINE with ANCHO CHILI BBQ 

SHRIMP CREAMY AVOCADO DRESSING, 
TOMATOES and SPICY CARAMELIZED PECANS 

Yields 2 entree salads 
or 4 dinner salads 

8 ounces barbecue sauce 
4 ounces seasoned rice vinegar 
1 1/2 tablespoon ancho chili powder 
8 shrimp, size 1 6/20, peeled, deveined and tails removed 

1 cup pecans, halves and pieces 

1/2 cup light corn syrup 

1/2 teaspoon sea salt 
1 tablespoon chili powder 
1 pinch cayenne pepper 
8 ounces ranch dressing 
1 avocado 
2 limes, juiced 

4 ounces virgin olive oil, plus 2 to 3 ounces for the Romaine 

2 bamboo skewers, 6 inches long 
1 head Romaine or Romaine hearts 

2 or 3 Roma tomatoes, diced 

For the Ancho Chili BBQ sauce, mix together the barbecue sauce, seasoned 
rice vinegar and ancho chili powder. Brush 4 ounces of the sauce on the shrimp 
and marinate for at least an hour before cooking. 

For the Spicy Caramelized Pecans, mix the pecans, light corn syrup, sea salt, 
chili powder and cayenne pepper in a large bowl. Lightly spray a cookie sheet 
with nonstick spray, and spread the mixture evenly. Bake at 400 degrees for 10 to 
12 minutes, until caramelized. Cool and scrape from pan with a spatula and chop. 

For the Creamy Avocado Dressing, puree the ranch dressing, avocado, juiced 
limes and virgin olive oil in a blender or food processor until smooth. 

Grill or barbecue shrimp on the skewers for about 3 minutes each side, and 
baste twice while cooking. Don't overcook or the shrimp will be tough. 

Wash and trim the Romaine, or purchase Romaine hearts cut in half, brush 
with virgin olive oil and grill lightly about 30 seconds to 1 minute on each side. 
Place on a plate and top with barbecue sauce, dressing, diced tomato and grilled 
shrimp. Sprinkle with pecans and serve. Top with Farmesan cheese, if desired.

In other words, the bottom line 
for the new family dinner.

One of the newer players in this pocket of 
Tustin so rich in genial ethnic eateries is 
this sparkling little French-Vietnamese 
sandwich and bakery shop. Though it also 
serves coffees, breakfast items, noodles 
and more, its beautiful bahn mi will have 
you at hello. 

English is lingua franca here: Sure there's 
plenty of Vietnamese on the menu, but 
there's even more English. The better to 
welcome the locals. Plus, the service is 
cheerful and warm. 



Crust is crucial: Sandwich enthusiasts know 
bread makes or breaks the deal. The willowy 
French baguette is an admirable specimen of 
crisp, salt-flushed crust encircling a tender 
heart of supple, yeasty bread. 

The bona fide bahn mi: Any bahn ml worth 
its stuffing must include (along with the cho- 
sen protein) a smear of soy-seasoned mayo, 
slices of fresh jalapeno, sprigs of cilantro, 
and shards of lightly pickled carrots and 
daikon radish. These do, of course. 

Not Little Saigon: Aficionados of 
Vietnamese dining in Garden Grove like 
to point out the (already tiny) prices here 
are not as low as their favorite haunts in 
Little Saigon. But when you're near the 5 
and 55 freeways, who cares if lunch costs 
a buck more than it does 10 miles north 
on two crowded freeways? 

Don't miss: The better bahn mi creations 
are Shredded Pork and Pork Skin (#13), 
Viet-style Meatball (#17), Grilled Chicken 
(#19) and Grilled Pork (#20). My favorite 
vegetarian swears by the Fried Tofu 
Vegetarian Sandwich (#16). 

If you must: American style standards in- 
clude Tuna Salad, Ham & Cheese and even 
the budget-busting French dip for $5.45. 
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Harrigan, Stonefire Grill was the extension of their previous 
effort, Rattler's BBQ in Santa Clarita. The sisters further re- 
fined their formula for simple, fresh fare served in giant por- 
tions at tiny prices by stripping the menu to popular and 
compatible essentials, then adopting the fast-casual service 
model. Add sparkling environs with tribe-sized booths and 
you have the new family dining room. 

The all-day menu is about as American as they come. That 
all meats are grilled over blazing mesquite wood reveals 
Stonefire 's barbecue ancestry, but the wood fire method also 
appeals to our health-conscious inner cardiologist. No deep 
fryers here. The menu also doesn't offer appetizers — after 
all, since when does an ordinary family meal kick off with 
crab cakes or artichoke dip? 

Fresh, familiar salads start the proceedings here, and there 
are a slew of them ( 14 in all). Most are portioned and priced 
for small, medium and large orders. Size small serves one or 
two diners, medium two or three, and large four or five 
(prices run $4.99 to $ 1 6.99). Unless you're hosting the varsi- 
ty football team, count on the salads to be more generous 
than their guidelines indicate. Most salads incorporate grilled 
beef tri-tip or chicken breast, so they're rather substantial. 
Caesar, spinach, Cobb and Asian versions are conventional 
with house-made dressings that tend toward mild. 

Standout salads include the signature Fiesta with sauteed 
peppers and onions, black beans, avocado, red onions and ji- 
cama cloaked in a poblano ranch and served atop a flour tor- 
tilla. The Grilled Vegetable salad's seasonal produce gains a 
sweet lushness from the wood fire and balsamic vinaigrette; 
tangy Gorgonzola bits add symmetry. The Greek has all the 
expected players (feta, Kalamatas, cucumbers, radishes and 
red onions — several squeezes of lemon added the missing 
zing to the tame olive oil dressing). The colorful Cartwheel 
mix with black olives, beets, tomatoes and chickpeas have 
tortilla strips for crunch, but the melange suffers again from 
a bland dressing; the Dijon mustard vinaigrette would be a 
wise substitution. For an extra 79 cents, the kitchen will con- 
vert any small salad to a wrap with a flour tortilla. 

Of course there's pizza. Not having pizza as a family meal 
option would be downright un-American. Sizes are 12-inch 
or 16-inch, and deep-dish crust is an upgrade. All the cus- 
tomary permutations are offered, but my designated diners 
really fell for Allison's Creation: a mix of feta and mozzarel- 
la, with fresh spinach, artichoke hearts, sun dried tomatoes 
and Kalamata olives on a traditional crispy crust. The same 
dough was less winning as breadsticks — boring and under 
baked on one night. 

The heart of Stonefire's menu is value-priced meals of 
grilled chicken, beef tri-tip roast, baby back ribs and fresh 
salmon, solo or in various combinations ($8.59 to $14.99). 
Of the offerings, the barbecue sauce-slicked ribs were com- 
mendable for flavor and tenderness. The not-too-sweet sauce 
tasted fresh and tangy. Sliced tri-tip was a tad overcooked 
and therefore dry — a common danger with this cut. Lemon 
garlic basting is a recommended option for the chicken that 
is moister in quarters or halves than the boneless breast. The 
1 -pound (!) fresh salmon fillet retains juiciness with a mild

sesame-ginger glaze. Meals come with a 
salad choice and breadsticks. All proteins 
are available a la carte as well. 

Comfort sides further add a home-style 
note to the table. Expect hearty dishes like 
cowboy beans, nutty coleslaw, grilled veg- 
gies, and macaroni and cheese. I liked the 
garlic mashers and especially the roasted 
sweet white corn on the cob. All but the 
corn are available in single to large sizes. 
For the 1 2 and younger set, all the popular 
players are here, including mac 'n' cheese, 
pasta, a mini-pizza and chicken strips 
(baked, not fried). Kids of any age will 
fancy the Incredible Carrot Cake, which 
should be renamed Incredibly Huge 
Carrot Cake. It's an exemplary rendition 
of the '70s dessert classic right down to 
the multiple layers of cream cheese frost- 
ing. A towering full-size portion easily 
satisfied four adults one night. 

The wine list was an unexpected treat. 
Only 1 1 bottles long, it's a well-chosen 
batch of solid (or better) California bot- 
tles with remarkably fair prices. 
Angeline Pinot Noir (the second label 
from the esteemed Martin Ray winery) 
is only $18.95. The 2004 Justin 
Cabernet Sauvignon is a reasonable 
$24.95. These prices rival what super- 
markets charge — and Stonefire will also 
sell the bottles to go, saving harried din- 
ers a second stop for wine. 

Which brings up the subject of take- 
out. Stonefire Grill runs a mean to-go 
business, so much so that they maintain a 
separate take-out entrance and parking to 
handle pick-up-and-go orders. The menu 
makes ordering for a crowd a cinch; many 
pre-set dinners are offered in quantities 
that feed six or more. 

According to the Harrigan sisters, 
Stonefire Grill was kindled by memories of 
their mother's cooking shared over the live- 
ly kitchen table by their family of 1 1 . Such 
big, hungry hordes were obviously consid- 
ered when the eatery's surroundings were 
designed; spacious booths abound in the 
200-seat dining room anchored by a 
bustling open kitchen (an adjoining patio 
seats another 60). Earth tones and casually 
fashionable design elements create an at- 
tractive setting that doesn't smack of 
youngsters gone wild, though surfaces are 
slyly tough against spills and messes. Staff 
at the order counter is helpful and patient, 
though this service configuration often 
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leaves you stranded once food is delivered. 
While the operation is generously staffed, 
aid is not always nearby when needed. 

Maybe meatloaf is out of fashion. 
Perhaps Dad is a better cook than Mom. So 
what if the table isn't set promptly at 6 p.m. 
Big deal if your suppers don't look like a 
Norman Rockwell painting. Families are 
still sharing dinner. And at Irvine's 
Stonefire Grill, dinner's ready. OC

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Fleming's: A prime dining experience 



■ he sacred American gastronomic institution 
by Ken Barasch of steakhouses can be traced to convivial 

dining halls common in 16th century 
Europe, beefsteak clubs in Victoria-era 
mk Britain, and chop houses in the northeast- 
ern United States in the late 18th century. More recent- 
ly, thanks to disparaging comments from anti-fat mon- 
gers in the 1980s and 1990s, steakhouses had a 
downturn. But I'm happy to say steakhouses are 
back — big time! 

While it didn't originate in Kansas City's famous 
meat-packing center, Fleming's Prime Steakhouse & 
Wine Bar in Fashion Island has been my favorite up- 
scale steakhouse since it first opened in 1998 — thanks 
to superb food, competitive prices and the exciting an- 
nual Fleming's 100 wine list. 

This flagship of the 51 -restaurant group avoids the 
stuffy men's club vibe found at many steakhouses. 
Inviting and atypically female friendly, there's a com- 
fortably elegant ambience from alabaster chandeliers, 
rich woods, a large open dining area, exhibition kitchen, 
expansive bar and two showy temp-controlled wine 
rooms. There is a good people buzz with guests in for 
girls' night out, business dinners, romantic dining, fami- 
ly celebrations and wine buffs holding forth to rapt au- 
diences of wannabes. 

To start, there's a baker's dozen of hyper-flavorful ap- 
petizers, most large enough for two guests to share. 
Sweet chili calamari — my top choice — is lightly breaded, 
giving a crunchy exterior and silky interior. The Wicked 
Cajun Barbecue Shrimp, although not wine-friendly, is 
deliciously plump and sizzling with garlic and 
cayenne — perfect if you've fallen off the health-food 
wagon. Also try perfectly seared ahi, with zingy ginger, 

1 mustard sauce and wasabi. 

Of six salads, blue 
cheese lovers must try the 
crisp wedge of iceberg, red 
onions, cherry tomatoes, 
homemade blue cheese 
dressing and crumbles. 
Another favorite is 
Fleming's Salad — seasonal 



greens, candied walnuts, dried cranberries, tomatoes 
and croutons — but request the dressing on the side to 
avoid drowning. There's also a terrific classic Caesar. 

Of the entrees, prime corn-fed beef stars. There is 
something satisfyingry primal about perfectly seared red 
meat. All beef is aged for several weeks to naturally ten- 
derize the meat and enhance flavors. While some afi- 
cionados prefer intense and tangy dry-aged, our server ex- 
plained, "Fleming's steaks are wet aged and hand-cut 
daily. You'll find them tenderer and sweeter than dry age." 

As a steak cooks, it becomes firmer and less red, 
changing from "blue" (nearly raw), to rare (deep red), 
to medium rare (deep pink), to medium (light pink), to 
medium well (gray with a hint of pink), to well done 
(gray throughout). Many argue that medium rare brings 
out a steak's best qualities. Whichever level diners pre- 
fer, chef partner Jorge Estrada achieves perfection — a 
touch of salt and pepper, and broilers set at 1 ,600 de- 
grees result in steaks lightly charred on the outside, 
juicy and tender within. 

As expected, Fleming's seven steak choices are 
USDA prime, the top level based on marbling (more is 
better) and age (younger is more tender). My favorite is 
the well-marbled, 22-ounce, bone-in rib eye — a little fat- 
ty, but full-flavored. My wife orders the 12-ounce filet 
mignon, the name coming from the French mignon, 
meaning dainty. It has virtually no fat marbling, but is 
remarkably tasty and cuts like butter on a hot day. Other 
smart choices include Beef Flemington, a filet wrapped 
in puff pastry with a mushroom duxelle and Madeira 
sauce, and the 20-ounce, bone-in New York. 

Occasionally I'll try one of Fleming's five or six se- 
lections of market fresh seafood, flown in daily from 
wherever in the world it's at its best. I recommend the 
New Zealand King Salmon and the seared scallops with 
lobster cream sauce. 

Elevating Fleming's above the competition is the 
dozen inventive sides, served family style and easily 
large enough for two people. There are four potato 
preparations, the most popular being the "Fleming's" 
— zippy with cream, jalapenos and cheddar. The ceil- 
ing-high pile of buttermilk-battered onion rings is a per- 
fect foil for chipotle chili mayo. But I find the creamed

spinach merely a conduit for melted cheese 
and cream. I could hear Popeye scream, 
"Where's the spinach?" Order the sauteed 
spinach instead. 

Desserts are good, but the decadent Lava 
Cake is world-class — a souffle cake with a 
sinful molten chocolate center, vanilla ice 
cream and pistachio tuile — perfect with an 
old Tawny port. Another top finisher is 
Creme Brulee. The artisan cheese selection 
is served too cold — order early so it can 



come to room temperature. 

My favorite day for dining at Fleming's is 
Sunday. What a deal! Start with a choice of 
salads, enjoy a 12-ounce "prime" prime rib 
with three sauces, a side dish and dessert for 
$32.95. If my math is right, you'd normally 
pay $55 for this meal. I spend my savings 
on wine! 

Fleming's wine program reduces the in- 
timidation felt at many steakhouses with lofty 
wine lists. No snooty sommeliers. Here every

server is conversant about the wines. The in- 
genious Fleming's 100 offers 100 wines by 
the glass or bottle — a nice mix from 
California, Oregon and Washington. But I'd 
like to see the 30 percent from great wine re- 
gions of the world, like France, Italy, Spain 
and Australia, have more emphasis. There 
are tasty boutique wines, celebrity 
ties — Greg Norman and Francis Coppola, to 
name a couple — family winemakers and a 
few too common offerings. There are well- 
known names like Honig, Chalk Hill and 
ZD; and tasty wines from lesser-known pro- 
ducers like Cooper-Gerrod (Santa Cruz), Ken 
Forrester (South Africa) and Scala Dei 
(Spain). Wines are informatively listed in or- 
der of intensity, from lightest to fullest and 
sweetest to driest for the whites, and least to 
most tannic for the reds. For me, it's the Wine 
Flights that make Fleming's wine program 
sing: Choose three wines from the "100" (2- 
ounce servings of each), and you pay a third 
of the price of a full glass for each pour. 
There are more than 5,000 grape varieties in 
the world, but most of us routinely drink the 
same ones. Fleming's makes it easy and eco- 
nomical to compare and contrast aromas and 
tastes of many different varietals with many 
different food combinations. Savor a flight of 
three Chardonnays or three different white 
varietals with your starters. Then enjoy a 
flight of reds with your entree, maybe three 
Cabernets or three different international 
wines. We each order a flight, have a sip, dis- 
cuss the distinct nuances and pass it on, al- 
lowing us to try more wines. The "100" and 
flights are delightfully educational for begin- 
ners and average wine consumers, even fun 
for knowledgeable wine connoisseurs. From 
these flights, I learned that young California 
Cabernets perfectly complement heavily 
marbled steak — the meat's fat mutes astrin- 
gent tannins, making the wine surprisingly 
smooth and balanced. Marian Jansen op de 
Haar, director of wine for Fleming's, accu- 
rately states, "Our main objective is to make 
guests feel free to experiment with wine, 
learn something in the process and above all 
have a good time." Fleming's Reserve Wine 
List, available only by the bottle, has more 
than 100 wines from around the world: nine 
Champagnes; big name Californians from 
Kistler, Pahlmeyer, Flowers, Duckhorn, 
Rubicon and Screaming Eagle; blockbuster 
Italians from Pio Cesare, Solaia and 
Omellaia; French treats like Pavie, Mouton 
and Lynch Bages; and several lesser-known 



delights. I recommend that you ask the server 
if there are any new arrivals — last time they 
had a rare bottle of Shaffer One Point Five. 

Without question, Fleming's offers an at- 
tractive wine program. But I find its prices 
above general restaurant markups of two 
to two-and-a-half times wholesale. 
Nevertheless, there are deals if you search, 
and Wine Flights are a relative bargain. 
Unfortunately, unless you bring a stupen- 
dous bottle from home, Fleming's corkage 
policy is uninviting — $20 each for the first 
two bottles, then $40 per bottle thereafter. 

While menu pricing is a la carte and not for 
the faint of wallet, my guess is that Fleming's 
prices are 10 to 20 percent below other na- 
tional steakhouses, which often draw blood. 
That's another reason why it fits for Fleming's 
to include "Prime" in its name. So herd to- 
gether a bunch of family or friends, a sweet- 
heart for date night or fellow wine lovers, and 
call for a reservation. See firsthand how 
Fleming's has enriched the ongoing history of 
the great American steakhouse! OC

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The gains in Spain 
are anything but plain

hat's hot, what's not? Spanish 
wines are hot sellers these days. 
There are some very good and 
tasty reasons for this turn of 
events, but first a little look at the 
fashions and fads of the wine trade. 

We all know that fashion trends come and go. Well, 
the same thing happens in wine. Tastes change; wine 
fads come and go. One of the silliest wine fads was an 
item in the 1970s called "cold duck." Yes, my young 
wine friends, there was a wine category called cold 
duck that was the best-selling sparkling wine in the 
United States. Today, you would be hard pressed to 
find a bottle of cold duck anywhere, and for that, count 
your blessings. 

This fad that fizzled came from two German words, 
kalte ende (cold end), and referred to a practice where 
all the leftover wine from a party was put in a bowl 
and consumed by the servants. From there, the name 
morphed into kalte ente (cold duck). Then the name 
"cold duck" was associated with a wine product made 
with inexpensive red wine and inexpensive sparkling 
wine. As if that weren't bad enough, marketing gurus 
had fun with variations on the theme. There was "cold 
chicken," then "cold stork," and even "very cold duck." 

Some fads work out well. When Sutter Home came 
up with white Zinfandel (actually a rose of Zinfandel), 
the amazing popularity of this product helped save thou- 
sands of acres of fine Zinfandel vines until red 
wines became hot again, thanks at least in part 
to their heart healthy properties. These days, 
rich red Zinfandels are again very popular. 

What wine lovers in Orange County drink 
doesn't seem to be subject to the whims of fash- 
ion. For many years, we have loved fine red wines 
based on the Cabernet Sauvignon grape — California 
Cabernets and Bordeaux. Ever since the movie 
Sideways, Pinot Noir has become popu- 
lar, and rightly so. 

Cabernets come in different 
styles, but popular ones these 
days are from Darioush, Silver 
Oak, Bennett Lane Maximus 
and Waterstone, which we 



think is one of the best $20 Cabernets around. 

Some critics gripe about the popularity of 
Chardonnay, but that doesn't deter wine fans from en- 
joying this varietal more and more. The buttery, fat, 
oaky style is fading in sales, and a more balanced style 
is becoming increasingly popular. We are enjoying 
Kali Hart, Chateau St. Jean's Sonoma bottlings, 
Beringer, Far Niente, Robert Talbott, Chalk Hill and 
Columbia Crest from Washington state. 

Let's turn our attention now to Spain. This country 
has more vineyards planted than any other 
country — more than 3.5 million acres. For the most 
part, the wines we used to hear about were the wide 
range of Sherries because a repressive government 
kept the wine industry from advancing. But by the 
1980s, major investments and great technical innova- 
tions jump-started Spain's wine industry to the top 
ranks of international wine making. 

Now we hear about the famed Rioja wine district, in 
the north center of Spain, near the French border close 
to Bordeaux. The main grape is the famous 
Tempranillo, as well as Garnacha, Graciano and 
Mazuelo. Other great wine districts include Ribera del 
Duero (from whence comes the fabled Vega Sicilia), 
Glacia, Penedes, Priorat, Jumilla, Navarra, La Mancha, 
Rueda and Catalonia, but there are 50 fine wine dis- 
tricts now worth knowing. 

Thanks to many factors — including top quality, 
tourists visiting Spain, tapas bars and relative bar- 
gains — sales of Spanish wines are outpacing the mar- 
ket. We think these days that Spanish red wines give 
the biggest bang for the buck, and we see that growing 
in the near term. 

Wines that sell well are 2005 Bodegas Borsao 
Campo de Boria ($5.99); 2003 Condado de Haza, 
Ribero del Duero ($20.99); 2003 Alto Ribero de 
Duero ($43.99); 2005 Onix Priorat ($10.99); and the 
2003 Cillar de Silos Torresilo ($43.99). Bring on the 
bull market! OC

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Staging a Chance encounter

Not many actors can say they've founded 
two theater companies before the age of 
30. Even fewer can say they juggle sound 
design, managing director duties and act- 
ing, all with aplomb. But only one can 
say his credits include roles as both Santa Claus and a 
reindeer — with a white supremacist mass murderer 
thrown in for good measure. 

Such is Casey Long's creative process that his 
young career has encompassed all that, and more. 
Long is a co-founder — with Oanh Nguyen, Erika 
Miller and Jeff Hellebrand — of The Chance Theater, 
based in Anaheim Hills. "I'm not the artist I am today 
without them," Long says. "We've always pushed 
each other to go that extra step."

It's a group dynamic that has resulted in several acco- 
lades for The Chance, the latest — and perhaps most 
prestigious — of which is the Los Angeles Drama Critics 
Circle's special Polly Warfield Award for excellence in a 
small to mid-size theater. 

"It's all the more of an honor because it wasn't that 
we did one show they liked a lot — they liked the entire 
[2006] season," Long says. "It certainly seems our pro- 
file has been rising over the past couple of years." 

Long's career has been building for much longer. 



Landing the main role of Santa in his fifth-grade 
play — and experiencing the reaction of an 
audience — sparked his love of theater, which he nur- 
tured with high school drama classes. After graduating 
from high school, Long and a core group of fellow stu- 
dents founded the Incarnation Theatre Company. The 
group dissolved as its members' lives went in different 
directions, but it allowed Long to meet up with his fu- 
ture Chance cohorts. 

Since The Chance began in 1999, Long has added ex- 
tensively to his theatrical resume. He was the production 
manager and has been managing director for a year. He 
has acted in several productions — including three years 
as Dasher in The Eight: Reindeer Monologues, which 
won an ensemble acting award from OC Weekly — audi- 
tioning for parts like anyone else. He directed a one-act 
and did lighting design for a show. And then there is 
sound design. "It was something I picked up and devel- 
oped with this company," says Long, who is The 
Chance's resident sound designer. "We really focus on 
being well-rounded theater artists, and that's one of the 
areas I've expanded into. 

"Sound design really intrigued me. It's something that 
can be so subtle and affects so much, and of course 
sound design can blare at you and grab your attention," 
says Long, citing a recent production of Frozen, in 
which he mixed together elements of wind and nature 
with music to create a soundscape that matched the 
sparse, stark vision of the show. 

Long's growth as an artist isn't confined to the the- 
ater. He participates in Leadership Anaheim, a program 
that offers anyone who wants to become a community 
leader a behind-the-scenes look at the city. At the same 
time, the group members plan a team project to benefit 
Anaheim youth.

"I consider Anaheim my home more than 
my hometown because the support I've got- 
ten from the city and also the people here 
has been very overwhelming," says Long, 
who has lived in Anaheim since 2000. "I 
don't think the company would have sur- 
vived as well in a different city." 

The Chance wants to expand and be- 
come a mid-size Equity venue, a roughly 
$3 million project. To accomplish that, the 
theater is offering a sustaining member- 
ship program that, for $ 1 5 a month, allows 
people to become company members — at- 
tending as many shows as they want, and 
going to special events and read-throughs. 
The Chance board has put up a $30,000 



challenge grant, and the company has until 
September 29 to meet it; that's also the 
date of its annual A Class Act fund-raiser, 
which features live entertainment, danc- 
ing, an auction and a special raffle for a 
trip to New York as the grand prize. 

"We're still shooting for the stars. Where 
we are now is wonderful, what we've ac- 
complished so far has been gratifying and 
the support from the community is amaz- 
ing," Long says. "We're still looking for- 
ward to moving ahead. We're not settling in 
where we are. 

"My personal mission is to stay with this 
company and make sure it succeeds, and 
even more so, keep raising the bar." OC

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ight outside the main entrance to Disneyland on Harbor Boulevard, sightseers and visitors might catch 
a glimpse of a very special star — but they'll have to look dawn to see it. It's a 36-inch, granite block bearing the 
name of Disneyland creator, Walt Disney. The man who gave us Mickey Mouse and decades of joy through his 
art and vision was the first to be honored with a star along the Anaheim/Orange County Walk of Stars. 

It's the brainchild of entertainer Gerald Ishibashi, who is the Orange County co-producer of the proj- 
ect, and its launch coincides with the city of Anaheim's 1 50th anniversary celebration. 

Taking his cue from friends in the industry who developed the Palm Springs and Las Vegas Walk of Stars, 
Ishibashi presented his idea to the city bock in 2004, and two years later, on November 1 0, 2006, the inau- 
gural star was installed. Since then, the stars have become a deeply meaningful and heartfelt way for Orange 
County to say, "Thank you for making our community a better place to live." 

Candidates for the Anaheim/Orange County Walk of Stars are selected from a cross section of industries and 
interests, including sports, literature, civic pioneers, humanitarians, the armed forces and show business. All must 
have lived or worked in Orange County during the course of their lives. 

"The city hod discussion for future star nominees, including placing stars for Gene Autry, Tiger Woods and 
others, but no dates have been set in stone for the rest of 2007's honorees," says John James Nkoletti, the 
city of Anaheim's external affairs manager.
